ufacturers, a city gasoline tax 
increase of 14 cent a gallon and 
a new annual fee of $8 on each 
household for rubbish collections.

5 PACIFIC PILOTS 
REPORT SEEING 
FLYING OBJECT 


HONOLULU, July 11 (UPI)— 
A Pan American Airways pilot 
reported that a mysterious object 
approached his airliner at ‘‘in- 
conceivable” speed early today 
and then disappeared. Four other 
trans-Pacific pilots reported sight- 
ing the unidentified object. 

The pilot who made the first 
report was Capt. George Wilson 
of Seattle, Wash., a 19-year flying 
veteran. He was flying from San 
Francisco to Honolulu when “‘one 
intensely bright white light fol- 
lowed by four smaller lights was 
seen about 1000 miles east of 
Honolulu in clear skies,” he said. 

“It came toward us for at least 
10 seconds and then suddenly 
made a sharp right turn at a 
speed inconceivable of any ve- 
hicle we know of and the light 
suddenly disappeared,’ Wilson 
reported. 

Wilson said he had never seen 
anything like this in his flying 
career. Four other Honolulu- 
bound airline pilots made similar 
reports at approximately the 
same time.

Missouri! has éliminated com- 
petitive price bids on coffee pur- 
chased for state institutions, 
under a system inaugurated last 
March by State Purchasing Agent 
Elwood Long, the Post-Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 

A spokesman for the General 
Services Administration in Wash- 
ington, which requires competi- 
tive bids on coffee sold to the 


Government, called the new Mis- 


souri system the ‘ most cockeyed 
purchasing practice I’ve ever 
heard of.” 

Formerly, the state announced 
that it wanted to buy a certain 
quantity and quality of coffee and 
invited firms to bid on what they 
would charge to fill the order. 

New System. 


Under Long’s new system, the 
state announces that it will pay 


a pre-determined price for a cer- |, 


tain amount of coffee and asks 
the bidders to submit samples of 
the best grade they will supply 
at that price. 

When the new system was put 
into effect, Long announced that 
the state would pay 51% cents a 
pound for bulk coffee in 100- 
pound sacks and 6244 cents a 
pound for ground coffee packed 
in 20-pound vacuum Cans. 

Long requested firms to sub- 
mit samples of the type and 
grade of coffee they would fur- 
nish at these pre-determined 
prices. 

Long said the samples were 
sent to New Orleans for testing 
and contracts were awarded on 
the basis of the report grading 
the various samples. 


No Periodic Tests. 

He said he first planned to 
have periodic tests made of the 
coffee shipped to various state 
mental hospitals and institutions 
to determine whether quality is 
maintained.

GENEVA, July 11 (AP)— 
Ministers began arriving today 
for the second round of the 
Geneva conference with both 
East and West expressing hope 
for an agreement. 


Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko, the first top of- 
ficial to arrive, talked as 
though a conference of heads of 
government already had been 
agreed upon. 

The Geneva conference of 
foreign ministers, he told an 
airport audience, should serve 
to clear the way for ‘adoption 
of radical decisions on burning 
and outstanding international 
problems at the forthcoming 
summit meeting.” Soviet pro 
posals on Berlin, he added, were 
a “good basis for reaching 
agreement.”’ 


Herter Due Sunday. 


The three Western ministers~ 
Christian A. Herter of the 
United States, Selwyn Lloyd of 
Britain and Maurice Couve de 
Murville of France—were due 
tomorrow. 

Western informants said Brit- 
ain, France and the United 
States were hopeful of reaching 
an agreement with the Soviets 
that would provide a freeze of 
status quo in Berlin for several 
years and a summit conference 
in the fall. 


President Eisenhower has in- 
sisted all along he would not 
go to the summit unless there is 
enough progress at the foreign 
ministers’ talks to make a con- 
ference of heads of government 
useful. A Berlin freeze might 
be regarded as enough. 


Geneva was baking in a heat 
wave as Gromyko stepped from 
his plane at Cointrin airport. 

The Soviet minister suggested 
that the foreign ministers meet- 
ing should serve as a starting 
point “‘for really making warmer 
the international atmosphere, the 
temperature of which remains . 
still cold.” 

Herter Leaves Ottawa, 

Herter was flying the Atlantic 
tonight after a stopover in Ot- 
tawa for a three-hour conference 
with Canadian leaders. 

He departed with new assuf- 
ances that the Canadian govern- 
ment stands solidly behind the 
Western Big Three’s determina- 
tion not to abandon the people 
of West Berlin. 7 

Herter talked with Prime Min- 
ister John Diefenbaker and For- 
eign Secretary Howard Green. A 
brief communique said ‘“‘matters 
of general international concern 
were considered as well as sub- 
jects of special interest to the 
United States and Canada:” 

The communique did not elab- 
orate, but Diefenbaker said in a 
speech later in Winnipeg: “I 
have come away from these talks

FOOD POISONING AT PICNICS 


Food poisoning outbreaks in 
warm weather often can be 
traced to picnics or other group 
meals where sanitary precau- 
tions have been neglected or fa- 
cilities for refrigeration are in- 
adequate, Dr. J. Earl Smith said 
yesterday. 

Dr. Smith, city director of the 
Department of Health and Hos- 
pitals, said in his weekly news- 
letter that food poisoning is 
caused by germs growing in 
food, These germs multiply rap- 
idly when certain foods are kept 
at room temperatures, he said, 
In as short a time as an hour or 
two, he continued, food may be- 
come unfit to eat without chang- 
ing its taste, appearance or odor. 

He warned that special care 
should be given to such picnic 
favorites as cold meats, poultry, 
pastries and puddings, salads 
made of meat, fish and potatoes.

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Washington U. to Direct Study 
Of Ending Disputes Without War 


International conflict and 
avoidance of war will be studied 
in a $35,000 program of research 
to be administered by the Social 
Science Institute of Washington 
University, Chancellor Ethan A. 
H. Shepley said yesterday. 

The program, financed by an 
anonymous donor, will encour- 
age investigation of basic causes 
of among nations and 
the requirements for peace. 

“Washington University, Shep- 
ley said, is co-operating with the 
University of Michigan’s Center 
for the Study of Conflict Resolu- 
tién, and. other institutions with 
comparable programs. 

The program here will focus 
on the social, economic and psy- 
chological bases of political be- 
havior. Its objective will be to 
seek out means by which inter- 
national conflict can be resolved 
without violence. 

J. Carter Murphy, associate 
professor of economics, will be 
chairman of the faculty commit- 


tee guiding the new program. 
Other committee members will 


be: 
Edward U. Condon, professor 


of physics; Nicholas J. Demer- 
ath, professor of sociology and 
director of the Social Science 
Institute; Edwin P. Hollander, 
associate professor of psychol- 
ogy; Merle Kling, associate pro- 
fessor of political science, and 
Theodore F. Lentz, director of 
the Attitude Research Labora- 
tory. 

Under Kling’s direction, prep- 
arations are being made for a 
seminar for the fall of 1960. The 
seminar, to be based on papers 
commissioned by the research 
prograin, will be called: ‘New 


for Peace-Relevant Research.”

“If I were a fan,” said 
veteran Mickey Vernon, for- 
mer American League batting 
champion now with Milwau- 
kee, “I would treat this pro- 
posal as just another Triple A 
league with a big league 
name.” 


Exactly, and if we know 
Saseball fans, the most know- 
‘edgeable anywhere, we’d wa- 
ser they won’t be fooled. 

Just as you couldn’t make 
a gentleman out of a Bowery 
bum by dressing him in a cut- 
away coat, you can’t legislate 
athletic talent. The only way for 
a hitter to prove he’s a major 
league batter is to hit big 
league pitching. And the one 
and only way for a pitcher to 
establish himself as a major 
leaguer is to get out big 
league batters. 


Phony Records? 


If a new league were formed, 
stocked with castoffs from cur- 
rent major league rosters, 
drafted top minor leaguers and 
purchased Triple A _ talent— 
the public just wouldn’t accept 
it. We feel if someone belted 
61 home runs against that 
competition or struck out 19 
batters in the United States 
League or whatever they called 
it, those wouldn’t be new ma- 
jor league records in our book, 
either. 


A charmer named Bill Shea, 
chairman of New York Mayor 
Robert Wagner’s committee to 
bring another major league 
ball club back to Manhattan, 
is a falt talking operator. 
He probably would drop a 
proposed third league as 
rapidly as Ryne Duren’s high 
hard one if the National 
League would return a ball 
club to Manhattan or issue a 
franchise to the Big Town.

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Book About Richard Nixon 
Tells of Campaign Tactics 
And Relations With Warren 


Chief Justice Is Said to Resent Some Political 
Actions of the Vice President — Writer Details 
‘Checkers’ Incident, Reluctance of Eisenhower To 
Make Up His Mind About Nixon in 1952.

THE LONG SMOLDERING RESENTMENT of the Chief Justice of 
the United States against the Vice President of the United States that 
burst into public flame at a recent Washington cocktail party is likely 
to make a best seller of Earl Mazo’s unusual campaign book, ‘‘Richard 
Nixon: A Political and Personal Portrait.” 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, according to 
other guests at the private reception, be- 
rated Mazo for writing what he called a 
dishonest account of Warren’s relations 
with Nixon during the peculiarly Californian 
Republican..squabbles. 


THE CHIEF JUSTICE was quoted as say- 
ing: “I don’t like it when you use me, 
when you use this book to step on my 
head—to go over my body to promote 
Nixon.” 

When Mazo, national political correspond- 
ent for the New York Herald Tribune since 
1955, protested that he had done an honest 
job of reporting, the Chief Justice was 
heard to call him a damned liar. Mazo 
said later the talk became friendly. 


The 309-page book is a campaign docu- 
ment and will undoubtedly be used by 
Nixon to promote his candidacy for the 
1960 Republican presidential nomination, 
which he is expected to announce shortly 
after the present session of Congress 
adjourns. 


It is also a wide departure from accepted 
partisan literature. Instead of the custom- 
ary fulsome praise and one-sided presenta- 
tion, Mazo’s portraiture is about 70 per cent 
favorable to Nixon and the remainder open 
to the reader’s own interpretations, many 
of which could be decidedly unfavorable to 
the prospective candidate and other Re- 
publican leaders, particularly President 
Eisenhower. Democratic speech writers 
and campaign orators will find much ma- 
terial.in the book for their own partisan 
purposes. 

Mazo is one of the most highly regarded 
reporters in Washington for professional 
skill, accuracy and judgment. The book 
deserves to be a best seller on its own 
substantial merits. 

A relatively small portion of the book 
is devoted to the Warren-Nixon relations or 
lack of them in California, where the Chief 
Jusgice was Governor for three terms with 
extensive Democratic support. 

Three California episodes. are described, 
in two of which Nixon’s popularity and in- 
fluence are emphasized and Warren’s Re- 
publicanism is indirectly questioned. The 
third episode relates to Warren’s unsuccess- 
ful candidacy for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination in 1952 and Nixon’s se- 
lection that year to be Gen. Eisenhower’s 
running mate. . 

In all three episodes Nixon is painted as 
a young, ambitious and shrewd politician 
acting under the managership of Murray M. 
Chotiner, a public relations expert who 
specialized in political campaigns. 

At first the resentment was on Nixon’s 
side. The cause was Warren’s refusal to 
support Nixon in 1946 in his race for the 
Hovse against incumbent Democratic Rep- 
resentative Jerry Voorhis. Nixon won, 
partly by insinuating that Voorhis had Com- 
munist support. 

This resentment was increased in 1950 
when Nixon ran for the Senate against Dem- 
ocratic Representative Helen Gahagan 
Douglas. This time the Nixon forces needled 
Warren into merely implied support of 
Nixon. In this campaign Nixon added to 
his reputation as an unscrupulous cam- 
paigner. 


ABOUT NIXON’S CAMPAIGN methods 
and charges, Mazo writes frankly: 

‘When examined carefully and in toto 
(the charges) were practically always ac- 
curate from a strictly technical viewpoint. 
. «. It was what seemed to be said that 
paid off.” The author reports that although 
Nixon is a practicing Quaker at home, ‘“‘he 
has resorted to malignant innuendo.” 

The third Warren episode relates to the 
preconvention politics of the 1952 campaign. 
Nixon had been assured by former Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York and Hebert 
Brownell Jr., later Attorney General, that 
he was their choice for second place on the 
ticket with Gen. Eisenhower.

Nixon and his campaign party were in’ 
Portland, Oregon at the time. and his ad- 
visers were divided, with William P. Rogers, 
now Attorney General, saying Nixon had 
no alternative except to resign if the 
General requested it, and Chotiner arguing 
that if Nixon was dumped the Republicans 
were sure to lose the election. Here is how 
Mazo describes the St. Louis to Portland 
telephone call: 


“The Senator told the General that Dewey 
also thought it. would be good to put the 
fund story before the people on television. 
‘I’m at your disposal,’ Nixon said, Then 
he told the General the important thing 
was for the Republicans to win. ‘I want 
you to know if you reach a conclusion now 
or any time later that I should get off the 
ticket, you can be sure I will immediately 
respect your judgment and: do so,’ the 
Senator said. Eisenhower replied, in effect, 
that he did not think he should be the one 
to make the decision. At this Nixon stiffened 
and said sternly, ‘there comes a time in a 
man’s life when he has to fish or cut bait.’ ” 

Mazo adds in parenthesis, ‘‘Actually his 
words were stronger.” 


THE PANIC and indecision of Republican 
leaders over the California fund disclosure 
were the bitterest trial in Nixon's life. 
Telegrams and messages to the Eisenhower 
campaign train were running three to one 
against Nixon and the presidential candi- 
date told callers he would not make up his 
own mind until after the broadcast, which 
was scheduled for Tuesday evening from 
Los Angeles. 

Mazo gives an almost hour-by-hour ac- 
count of Nixon’s actions and thoughts be- 
fore the television performance. The worst 
blow was a telephone call from Dewey. 

Dewey was on the telephone with Nixon 
just an hour before the broadcast to tell 
him he had polled the campaign leaders 
and found that most felt Nixon should 
resign. Here is Mazo’s report: 


“Dewey didn’t say what was his own 
feeling,’ Nixon recalls. ‘He said, “I am 
fust reporting that the group feels you 
should. I regret this very much.”’ Al- 
though Dewey didn’t say so flatly and 
Nixon didn’t ask, it was implied that Eisen- 
hower agreed with the majority.” 


Nixon’s television performance, includ- 
ing his recital about his dog ‘‘Checkers,” 
made political history by reversing the 
sentiment against him to popular and 
organizational support. Darryl Zanuck, 
the motion picture producer, wired hirh: 
“The most tremendous

Nixon’s greatest gamble had the desired 
effect—it convinced candidate Eisenhower 
and his advisers that Nixon was not a 
political liability.

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Joint Chiefs of Staff 
And U.S. Defense Costs 


Military Writer Says Chiefs Have Failed to Take 
Responsibility for Key Decisions — The Result, 
Each Service Tries to Prepare for War Alone.

BEFORE THE PRESENT DEFENSE BUDGET was submitted to 
Congress the Joint Chiefs of Staff were directed to sign a memorandum 
to the Secretary of Defense that they considered the budget adequate. 
All the Chiefs were outraged. No one of them considered his particular 
budget adequate and no one of them felt that he should be ordered to 


sign such a statement. 


The Chiefs signed a statement, but only 
after they had rewritten it so that their 
assent was a qualified one. Each also ap- 
pended to the memorandum a statement of 
reservations, 

The critical change that the Chiefs made 
in the memorandum presented to them, 
instead of approving the budget that was 
directed by the Administration, was to 
state that ‘‘the proposed expenditure figure 
of $40,945,000,000 is adequate to provide for 
the essential programs necessary for the 
defense of the nation for the period under 
consideration.”’ 


What they meant was that this amount 
of money was sufficient if it was spent 
properly. Each one of them had different 
reservations about what it should be spent 
for and no one of them agreed with the 
division of the budget. 


The position of the Chiefs of Staff is 
also that of Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri. He told the Post-Dispatch 
‘‘we are wasting tens of millions of dollars 
a week because of overlapping duplication 
and waste due to service rivalry. The 
amount of money made available for the 
Defense Department is ample for our de- 
fense if it were “‘spent for the right weapons 
in the right proportions.” 


IT IS STRANGE to find the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff all in agreement that proper pro- 
vision for defense could be made with 41 
billion dollars and all in agreement that 
it is not being used properly. 

The Chiefs of Staff, in the minds of the 
public, are the ones who are responsible 
for the division of funds between the serv- 
ices. Apparently they are condemning 
themselves. 

This is both true and not true. They 
have not accepted the responsibility for the 
budget nor for the weapons required by 
each other. Basically they 


carry out each service’s part of the various 
war plans. They do not tell each other 


correlate the budget*with strategic require- 
ments has put this decision in the hands 
of the money men. During the preparation 
of the 1958 budget, the Chiefs of Staff spent 
about a month discussing the proportions 
for the services. They were not in full 
agreement, but they had given the matter 
earnest consideration. 

When they met with the comptroller, As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Wilfred J. Mc- 
Neil, he pulled out an envelope and off the 
back of it read the guidelines dividing up 
the pot into four piles, one for each service 
and one for the Department of Defense. 

The decision had been taken without 
their advice. 

The money men, the Defense Department 
comptroller and the Bureau of the Budget, 
keep on dividing up the pot in the same 
proportion that it has been divided pre- 
viously without regard to changing weapons 
systems and separate service requirements. 


THE GUIDELINES for the 1961 budget 
were given out at Quantico recently and the 
proportions between the services were al- 
most the same as in the past. The main 
difference was that the division was in 
23 piles instead of four. é 

This happened because Congress has de- 
manded that each service budget be pre- 
pared along similar lines. Seven divisions 
were made, such as personnel, procure- 
ment, research and development, operations 
and maintenance, etc., and each service’s 
budget is prepared in these categories so 
that comparisons can be made about costs 
between services. 

For the 1961 budget the guidelines were 
in seven piles for each service, one for the 
advanced research projects agency and one 
for the Department of Defense. 

The budget is prepared on a service 
basis and is examined vertically for each 
service separately.

Western Allies at Geneva 
Seen as Approaching Their 
Final Bargaining Position 


Plan to Put Berlin Dispute on Ice and Give East 
and West Germany Equal Representation in a 
Group to Study Unification Could Lead to Sum- 
mit Conference If Soviets Agree.

THE REFRAIN in the song about city folks in the musical, Oklahoma, 
“they’ve gone about as fur as they can go,”

Ministers is resumed at Geneva. 


The new proposal to put the Berlin dis- 
pute in indefinite suspension and to give 


East and West Germany equal representa- 
tion on a commission to study ways to 


bring the two Germanys together is close 


to a final position. To go further would not 


only threaten the Western stand in Ger- 
many but it would jeopardize the unity of 
the Western allies. 


At his press conference Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter declined to give 
any betting odds on whether an agree- 
ment leading to a summit meeting 
would come out of this new round. The 
odds are probably no better than 50-50 
that the bare minimum will result from 
what has a last-chance look. 


Herter’s position as the spokesman of 
the principal power in the West must be 
appraised against the background of what 
the Eisenhower Administration has done— 
and not done—in defense in recent months. 
Not only has there been no evidence of 
special preparation to meet a Berlin crisis 
but the reduction in America’s ground 
troops went through regardless of protests. 
Anyone in search of original sin can go 
back to the §7 billion tax cut by the 
Republican Congress in 1954 and calculate 
in that light today’s $13 billion deficit. 


Recovering from the recession the nation 
is moving into all-out boom-time prosperity. 
The latest Gallup poll shows that only 23 
per cent of the sample asked think we are 
likely to get into another world war in the 
next five years. This compares with 58 
per cent in 1951 and 48 per cent in ‘55. 


WESTERN EUROPE, too, is in the midst 
of flourishing prosperity. Tourists are 
everywhere. Except for France, still 
trapped in Algeria, military commitments 
have been cut back in one country after 
another. 


How much all this has contributed to 
Premier Khrushchev’s threats of force it is 
impossible to say. Certainly he cannot help 
but know that the choice for the West 
narrows down to some form of agreement, 
retreat or nuclear war. The hope is that 
he does not wholly discount the possibility 
that the nuclear button would be pushed 
when the desperate alternative was a dis- 
astrous defeat. 


It seems a very long time ago that 
that facile formula “mass've retaliation 
at times and places of our own choosing” 
was held out as a basis of American 
security. That formula is as outmoded 
as another confection of words—the 
Eisenhower Doctrine— applied to the 
Middle East. The place is Berlin and the 
time is now, with the choice made by 
Khrushchev. 


Both the President and his Secretary of 
State have shown commendable restraint 
in declining to trade verbal punches with 
Khrushchev. They have refused to respond 
in kind to his bluster. At his press confer- 
ence Herter showed a quiet dignity and a 
careful measurement of a situation the full 
peril of which he well knows. 


In a democracy the illusion persists that 
tough talk is a substitute for the kind of 
resolution and strength-in-being that make 
it possible to follow a strong policy line. 
Far too much of this kind of talk comes 
from Americans who sound like little Jack 
Horner trying to prove what brave boys 
they are. By his bluster, Khrushchev has 
done his own cause no good. 


The plain hard truth is that there is a 
small loophole through which it may be 
possible to reach agreement on a stand- 
still in Berlin. This is Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko’s statenient that it was 
wrong to interpret the Russian 18 month 
proposal, for a German solution, as mean- 
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giving the East Germans authority over

.. The writer of the pleasant edi- 
torial on the commerce between 
~the English and French languages 
may be interested to know that he 
is not alone in his consideration of 
this subject. At least 30 Harvard 
College freshmen joined him in this 
, pursuit earlier this year. 

One section man in the Fresh- 
man English course asked his class 
to consider the causes for such an 
assimilation. 

His assignment sheet, which eth- 
_ployed numerous business and 
~commercial metaphors, pointed out 
one of the causes—increased con- 
, tact with American tourists and 
*business men resulted naturally in 
“the acquisition of their vocabu- 
laries, almost as a token of ad- 
miration for their successful, if not 
“always delicate, methods. 

A hasty examination of the trahs- 
«lations in an English-French dic- 
tionary of the words adopted added 
*much more direct, less ideological 
evidence for the change. The 
French equivalents for the words 
are almost without exception miles 
‘longer and of much more abstract 
derivation. 

- The American words suggest 
their meanings concretely and 
directly. The French terms in- 
variably contain a long involved 
theoretical explanation while Amer- 
ican terms usually point unambigu- 
ously to a single object or action. 
And how much ambiguity does even 
a Frenchman need for such a thing 
as a pipeline? (This may not be 
as simple a question as it seems.) 

One might draw a lesson from 
this about the success of Americans 
in such a down-to-earth pursuit as 

“ecommerce, but it seems better not 
to. It is easy to see that in the 
“selection of words, the French have 
‘recognized this American single- 
mindedness of purpose. 

And aside from everyday words 
acquired by the English from the 
French after the Norman invasion, 
French words are mostly used to 
supply Americans with fine shad- 
ings and subleties of meaning that 
our brand of rock-’em sock-’em 
speech lacks. 

Which goes to prove that the 
present reverse traffic is long due.

The improved outlook for Geneva arises 
from indications that the Russians might ac- 
cept a new Western proposal which would 
put the Berlin dispute on ice for two years 
while a Big Four commission studied the 
whole problem of Germany’s future and a 
security arrangement for central Europe. 
East and West Germany would be repre- 
sented equally on a subcommittee reporting 
to the Big Four group. 


This represents a change from the previ- 
ous Western policy of insisting on weighted 
German representation, but it does not seem 
to us a concession of great substance. Chan- 
cellor Adenauer will not like it, but since the 
subcommittee will have no decision-making 
power nothing vital would be given up by 
equal representation. At least this issue 
seems hardly worth breaking up a broader 
agreement for. 

Whether such agreement is possible still 
depends, however, upon how seriously the 
Russians want one. If Foreign Minister Gro- 
myko’s last speech at Geneva and Khrush- 
chev’s statements to Gov. Harriman are taken 
as the true index to Soviet policy, there is 
not much hope of an acceptable agreement. 
For Gromyko and Khrushchev appear to 
think of any interim arrangement for Berlin 
as merely the prelude to Western abandon- 
ment of the city at the end of 12 or 18 
months. This is not, of course, the kind of 
agreement the West could accept.

During the conference recess, however, 
Gromyko “amplified” his government’s views 
in an interesting way. In a statement June 
28 he declared the Soviet plan had been 
misinterpreted. It is not true, he indicated, 
that the Russians are insisting on a complete 
forfeiture of all Western rights, or threaten- 
ing unilateral Soviet action to take over West 
Berlin, at the end of the interim agreement. 


If this is the case, a possibility of agree- 
ment consistent with Western responsibilities 
exists. The first task at Geneva next week, 
as Mr. Herter says, will be to find out which 
Soviet attitude is the definitive one. The 
West cannot make an interim agreement for 
Berlin which commits it to automatic evacua- 
tion of the city at some future date, but it 
can sign an interim agreement designed to 
make the present situation more tolerable all 
around during the indefinite period until 
German unification is achieved. 


- The British seem to be more optimistic of 
success than Mr. Herter, and Prime Minister 
Macmillan has all but committed himself ir- 
revocably to a summit conference whatever 
happens at Geneva. We hope the negotiators 
will bear in mind how very damaging it would 
be to conclude another Geneva session with- 
out some agreement. In that event the Wash- 
ington resistance to a summit conference 
would be greatly strengthened and allied divi- 
sion deepened. The world hopes for better 
things. 


Free the Barracks Bridge 


County Supervisor McNary ought to get on 
with the job of completing an agreement to 
end tolls on the Jefferson Barracks bridge. 

Instead of seeking out contingencies that 
could force continuation of tolls, he should 
be camping at the door of the Missouri State 
Highway Department until it agrees to accept 
its responsibility of taking over the structure 
and operating it as a free span. Indeed, these 
details ought to have been worked out last 
February when it was clear that the bond 
issue that financed the structure was about 
ready to be paid off. Only $32,000 is needed 
now to meet expenses in connection with clos- 
ing out the toll operation. Since the bridge 
is coining money at a rate in excess of $40,000 
a month, the toll gate should be down perma- 
nently early next month. And a good thing 
that will be. 

Bridge tolls in the St. Louis area now act 
as a costly and highly undesirable tax on 
metropolitan movement. The public interest 
requires that tolls be eliminated as rapidly as 
possible. Mr. McNary has an opportunity to 
serve that interest with respect to the Bar- 
racks. 


The Loewenberg Case 


It is good to know that Dr. Robert G. 
Storey of Dallas, chairman of the President’s 
Board of Foreign Scholarships, has ordered 
“a thorough review” of “selection procedures 
and criteria” in the approval or rejection of 
applicants for academic assignments over- 
seas. The outstanding success of the Ful- 
bright exchange program in the years since 
World War II makes it imperative that the 
questions raised by the case of Dr. Bert J. 
Loewenberg, professor of history at Sarah 
Lawrence College, New York, be answered 
adequately. 

An authority on Darwin, Dr. Loewenberg 
was approved by the screening committee 
for a lectureship at the University of Leeds, 
England, which had asked for him. He was 
also recommended by a higher selection 
board. The final board, headed by Dr. Storey, 
turned the application down without a state- 
ment of reason. But the Mississippi Valley 
Historical Association passed a resolution say- 
ing Dr. Loewenberg was denied the appoint- 
ment “solely on the ground that his loyalty 
to the United States is suspect.”

It is to be hoped the budget is cut no 
lower on the Senate floor or in conference. 
Enormous as the costs are, they provide an 
insurance that is indispensable. 


A Hatch Act Test 


The United States Civil Service Commission 
quite clearly believes it has a case against 
Illinois State Conservation Director Glen D. 
Palmer under the Hatch Act. It says that 
Mr. Palmer violated the federal clean-politics 
statute by engaging in partisan political ac- 
tivity as Kendall county Republican chairman 
while handling federal funds. The Illinois 
official, who contends that only Gov. Stratton 
can dismiss him, announces that he will ap- 
peal to the highest court if necessary. 


It is time that this aspect of the Hatch Act 
were tested in the courts. If the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission will stand by its ruling and 
Director Palmer will challenge it with a legal 
suit, the constitutionality of the law and its 
enforcement will receive the judicial atten- 
tion they deserve. The next step is for the 
Federal Government to withhold the funds 
which the Illinois Department of Conserva- 
tion has been receiving from Washington. A 
test in Illinois can be of value throughout 
the country. 


For a Wheat Conference . 


The proposal for a White House “summit” 
conference on ways to solve the growing 
problem of wheat surpluses is an eminently 
sensible idea. President Eisenhower vetoed 
an emergency wheat bill and there seems 
little hope Congress and the Administration 
can compose their differences short of such 
a meeting. Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
said he would consider seriously the sugges- 
tion, made by Democratic and Republican 
leaders of the House Agriculture Committee. 
He should go further and urge Mr. Eisen- 
hower to convene the conference. 


Officials of the Department of Agriculture 
are represented as thinking Mr. Benson will 
mention the subject to the White House, but 
they are of the opinion such a meeting would 
produce results only if Mr. Eisenhower could 
personally persuade farm organization leaders 
to compromise conflicting viewpoints. The 
American Farm Bureau Federation, which 
usually sees eye-to-eye with Mr. Benson, 
already has indicated a defeatist attitude 
toward the proposed conference. Can it be 
that farm leaders are unconcerned with the 
mounting wheat surplus, in which the Gov- 
ernment already has an investment of 
three billion dollars?

Development Loan Fund Inadequate; International Brannan Plan Suggested

Since the Second World War, the 
peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America have grown restless. These 
circumstances pose three questions for 
American economic foreign policy. 
First, have we an obligation to assist 
the underdeveloped countries? Second, 
is our present foreign aid program 
adequate? And third, do our trade and 
tariff policies help or hinder?

The Development Loan Fund, then, 
emerges as the frail mainstay of our 
aid program for underdeveloped coun- 
tries. use DLF loans are repay- 
able in inconvertible currencies, the 
agency’s funds will not “revolve.”

What is often 
and properly urged is the gradual re- 
duction of our tariffs, and such finan- 
cial and technical assistance to injured 
producers as they require to enter 
upon other lines of business. This twin 
proposal is intended not only to bene- 
fit our export industries, but also. to 
benefit the American consumer. It 
would grant him access to inexpensive 
foreign products, and would most 
efficiently employ our own resources. 

The United States cannot ignore the 
demand for economic development 
abroad.

SOME TICKLISH PROBLEMS of politics as well as consti- 
tutional law are raised by Puerto Rico’s pending proposal for 
redefinition of its status as a commonwealth. 

How these problems are resolved can either promote or 
impair friendly relations between the peoples of continental United 
States and the island commonwealth. 


The outcome can much to de- 
termine the future success of an 
experiment in territorial govern- 
ment that is unique certainly in 
United States experience and 
possibly in the history of the 
world. 


WITHOUT THE NOTICE of ' 
most Americans, Puerto Rico 
has been transformed in the last 
20 years from a poor step-child 
to a respected and even opulent 
member of the national family. 

At the same time, and just as 
imperceptibly, the island has ac- 
quired a form of self-govern- 
ment that it now claims to be 
irrevocable except by its own 
¢onsent. This view is strongly 
supported by some authorities 
‘and hotly disputed by others. 


Now, in its new proposal, 
Puerto Rico is asking Con- 
gress to spell this relationship 
out in so many words by enact- 
igg “articles of permanent 
association of the people of 
Puerto Rico with the United 
States.” 


Among other things, the pro- 
posed articles would prohibit for- 
ever the collection of federal in- 
come taxes in Puerto Rico, per- 
mit the commonwealth govern- 
ment to set its own debt limit, 
and freeze Puerto Rico into a 
customs union with the United 
States although permitting spe- 
cial trade advantages for the is- 
land under certain circum- 
siances. The statute also would 
make permanent such arrange- 
ments aS common currency, 
common citizenship, common 
military service, and Puerto 
Rigo’s internal self-government 
“a non-voting representation in 
the House of Representatives. 

Gov. Luis Munoz Marin, the 
popular political figure respon- 
sible for Puerto Rico’s political 
stability and amazing economic 
improvement, came to Washing- 
ton last month to present the 
proposal. 

If he succeeds, a certain histo- 
rical. justice would be served. 
Munoz’s father, Luis Munoz Ri- 
vera, obtained a grant of semi- 
autonomous constitutional gov- 
ernment from Spain in 1898, just 
before United States troops took 
the island inthe Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and returned it to colon- 
ial status. 


Gov. Munoz contends that the 


‘ Jegislation now pending would 


add very little new and would 
mainly clarify.a relationship that 
already exists. He wants the 
island’s commonwealth status 
resognized as a permanent agree- 
ment to slow down the opposition 
factions that continue to demand 
independence on the one hand 
and statehood on the other. 


AT AN ININTIAL HEARING on 
the bill, Munez ran headon into 
some fundamental questions 
raised by Senator Henry M. 
Jackson (Dem.), Washington, 
chairman of the territorial sub- 
committee. Jackson was floor 
leader in charge of the bills for 
Alaskan and Hawaiian statehood. 
Now he heads a special commit- 
tee to consider the Puerto Rican 
proposal. 

Jackson says he wants to help 
Puerto Rico, both for the sake 
of the Puerto Ricans and also be- 
cause the island can be a help- 
ful showplace for the United 
States in the troubled Caribbean 
area, which he describes as “a 
backyard cold-war battleground.” 
Latin Americans are acutely con- 
scious of the United States rela- 
tions with Puerto Rico.

Munoz and his lawyers have 
been insisting that irrevocability 
is already an accomplished fact, 
that the relationship between the 
Federal Government and the 
commonwealth is already one 
that cannot be altered except 
with the consent of the Puerto 
Ricans.

Abe Fortas, a Washington at- 
torney who dealt extensively with 
Puerto Rico as Under Secretary 
of the Interior for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, has submitted a 67- 
page memorandum on the sub- 
ject as counsel for Puerto Rico.

under Roosevelt, are preparing 
to testify in detail on the sub- 
ject before Jackson’s committee. 
They are obtaining additional 
help from one of the country’s 
leading authorities on constitu- 
tional law, Edward S. Corwin of 
Princeton University. 

Puerto Rico attained its com- 
monwealth status under a proce- 
dure set up in public law 600, 
passed in 1950. The Puerto Ri- 
cans then drafted and ratified 
their own constitution, and Con- 
gress approved it in 1952.

ONE DAY IN 1921, Alexander 
Fleming wept into a Petri dish and dis- 
covered lysozyme. This experiment was 
one of many he performed in order to 
find an antibiotic more general in its 
use than Ehrlich’s salvarsan, which de- 
stroyed the spirochtes of syphilis, an 
antibiotic that would be effective against 
a wide range of infective bacilli but that 
would not injure human tissue. 

For half of his 40 years, Fleming had 
‘worked toward this goal. An acute ob- 
server and an imaginative theorist, he 
capitalized upon the materials at hand, 
taking advantage of the opportunities of- 
fered him by chance, and he was not 
reluctant to be unorthodox in his ap- 
proach. Thus, when he had a cold, he 
spread mucus across a culture of disease 
germs and saw that the mucus contained 
an ingredient lethal to the germs. Later, 
he and his staff went through an “ordeal 
by lemon” in order to stimulate the flow 
of tears, for in tears also was that 
mysterious substance which Fleming 
sought. He called it ‘‘lysozyme.” 

But, though he was vastly pleased with 
its potentialities, he succeeded merely 
in amusing his scientific colleagues, who 
were on the whole indifferent to his 
discoveries. Fortunately, no criticism 
could daunt Fleming from his hope of 
developing a magic bullet which would 
mean a universal reduction of suffering, 
the saving of innumerable lives, and, in 
wartime, contribute to English victory. 


ONE DAY IN 1928, Fleming, as 
untidy as ever, neglected to close his 
laboratory window. A breeze carried in 
a spore, the spore happened to land in 
a culture suitable to its growth, the cul- 
ture happened to contain staphylococci 
susceptible to the mould’s germicidal 
action, and penicillin was discovered. 
“That’s funny .. .” said Fleming as he 
noticed the bacteria dissolve into clear 
dew-like drops. 

Realizing that this mould, later identi- 
fied as penicillium notatum, had great 
possibilities as a bactericide, Fleming 
began to formulate the problems neces- 
sary for profitable experimentation and 
to enlist the aid of others in solving them. 
The anti-bacterial substance had to be 
isolated, purified, and concentrated; a 
method of achieving stability had to be 
found, for it annoyingly lost its potency; 
a synthetic medium for its growth had 
to be developed; and, eventually, a 
method of large-scale production had to 
be perfected. It took 15 years and the 
assiduous work of more than a dozen 
top-notch bacteriologists and chemists to 
solve these problems. 

AN EXTRINSIC PROBLEM was 
the hostile reaction of other scientists. 
Fleming read a paper on penicillin to 
the Medical Research Club in 1929, and 


in 1936 demonstrated the efficacy of the 
antibiotic before the Second International 
Congress of Microbiology, but in both 
cases his findings were dismissed with 
a casual, “Fleming does observe that 
sort of nice thing.”’ 

Nevertheless, work proceeded in the 
laboratories, and as the result of close 
teamwork by scientists from various 
countries and of various disciplines, the 
material finally was isolated, purified, 
and concentrated. Before he died in 
1955, Fleming was rewarded by seeing 
his discovery save the lives of thousands. 
He was rewarded also in more tangible 
ways, receiving honorary degrees, medals,

Although Maurois overdoes the 
anthrop phizing of luck, it is surpris- 
ing to see how often Fleming’s success was 
determined by coincidence. He turned

“It is perfectly 
wonderful,”” commented Fleming, “what 
a part chance or fate or fortune or des- 
tiny—whatever you like to call it—plays 
in our lives.” 

THE SIGNIFICANCE of this biog- 
raphy lies not in its tracing the machina- 
tions of Fortune, however. It is one of 
the more discouraging of civi- 
lization that those who massacre their 
fellow human beings, or entertain them, 
or tranquilize them, receive the adulation 
denied those who extend the boundaries 
of knowledge in the disinterested pursuit 
of truth. Yet Hamlet’s “What a piece 
of work is a man!” is justified not be- 
cause our species has often given birth 
to an Alexander, a Liberace, a Pangloss, 
but rather because it has occasionally 
produced an Oppenheimer, a Salk, a 
Fleming. 

It is to the labors of the patient re- 
search scientist that we are in debt for 
a healthier world and to the method that 
we must attribute whatever modicum of 
understanding of nature and ourselves 
that we may possess. Smallpox, diph- 
theria, typhoid, the scourges of the earth, 
have been successively challenged and 
conquered by those who surrender wealth, 
comfort, glory, sometimes their very 
lives, in order to cure the diseased and 
restore the crippled. 

Andre Maurois’ most recent biography, 
which takes its place alongside his former 
successful biographies of Hugo, George 
Sand, and Byron, is of one of the more 
dramatic battles in the war between man 
and microbe.

THE WRITER HAD TWO objects 
in view when composing this book. First 
of all, he wished to explore the process 
by which the great discoverers of the 
solar system reached their sure con- 
clusion; he found how haphazard it all 
was. Secondly, he wished to draw a moral, 
which is that today we are in as great 
a darkness over the nature of reality as 
men were, in the time of Copernicus and 
Kepler over the movements of the various 
great bodies—earth, sun, planets and 
stars—in space. 

The chief obstacle that these great men 

had to contend with, so Koestler found, 
was the ridicule of contemporary scholars, 
their peers, who all had their own pre- 
conceived but erroneous notions. The 
main opposition was not from the Church. 
From the start Rome was on the side of 
the new astronomy; it was calamitous 
that Galileo—who had the Church strongly 
behind him—created friction by intemper- 
ate words and inadequate proof. 
FOR NEARLY TWO THOUSAND 
years, in spite of the Pythagorean theory 
that the earth went round the sun, man 
lived in a make-believe universe, the 
earth at the center, Pythagoras and his 
disciples had guesssed that the earth 
went round the sun, but by allowing 
Aristotle, the scientist, to rule the roost, 
men for two thousand years turned their 
backs on this truth and believed in im- 
mutable stars and the, gyration of sun 
and planets around the earth, itself en- 
veloped in water above and below.

HELGA SANDBURG’S Novel 
“Measure My Love’”’ is laid in the farming 
country around Lake Michigan, and its 
best quality is the vividness with which it 
chronicles the loves and works and deaths 
of the Summers family of farmers. Mrs. 
Sandburg lingers fondly over the Biblical 
names (Faith, Thankful, Job), the exotic 
food (apples stewed in whiskey), the folk- 
ways, the special wisdom on crops and 
growing things. She tells the story of 
Faith's marriage barely, with a stark 
simplicity which constantly suggests some 
elemental significance. 


The major strife is between the men 
and women. A background of work and

HE IT WAS who knew for certain that 
the track of the planets was not a circle, 
but, it took him all his life to discover 


wresting the fruit and grain from the 
earth is present, but it makes up only an 
interesting backdrop for the jealousies, 
courtships, and babies of the Summers 
girls. Mrs. Sandburg has a fresh, direct 
vision for this ordinary life. The men 
are awkward (Job), or careless (Buddy), 
or profligate (Pete Bain), or irrational 
(Choice), and the women withdraw at the 
meaningless violence of connubial quar- 
reling and reconciliation (Floss Barefoot).

The story has the fascination of the 
life of animals—a life which we all share. 
And Mrs. Sandburg, like all writers who 
idealize the primitive, feels that rational 
efforts to understand and control this life 
are irrelevant, : 


that it was an ellipse. Poor man, he had 
much else on his mind. He spent nearly 
three years saving his grandmother from 
being burnt as a witch. If it had not 
been for the Jesuits, befriending him, he 
himself might have been burnt as a 
heretic. 


It is true, as the author writes, that 
Galileo was a vain and quarrelsome fel- 
low, that he was defending the wrong 
theory for the wrong reasons—he said 
the earth went round the sun in circles 
when he should have accepted Kepler’s 


proof that it went round in ellipse. Galileo | 


had a cracked-brained theory about the 
tides—but all this was no excuse for the 
theologians to rush in to condemn his 
theory that the earth moved round the 
sun, as heretical. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that the Papacy never did so. 


IN THE DAYS of Copernicus the 
learned held many theories since proved 
foolish, as though they were absolutely 
true. It was this blindness that obscured 
the true significance of a number of facts 
noticed by the astronomers of the day. 
The scientific world lost its moorings. Only 
with Newton piecing together the truths 
discovered by Copernicus, Tycho, Kepler, 
and Galileo did the universe present a 
coherent whole, 


Today, once again, confusion reigns. Is 
matter made up of almost complete 
nothingness? Is light a solid or a wave? 
How can the sun pull at the earth and 
act at a distance of millions of miles? 
Koestler quotes Bertrand Russell, ‘‘Matter 
is a convenient formula for what 
happens where it isn’t.” ‘‘The stuff of the 
world is mind-stuff’ wrote 


to man’s question after the 
reality.” 


In other words, modern physicists find 


themselves in a paradoxical tangle. Once 
again we need a genius to co-ordinate. 
But is the scientific world also bemused 
by some preconceived idea, as the six- 
teenth century was, and like

The Chief Justice’s Papers 


THE PUBLIC PAPERS OF CHIEF JUSTICE EARL WARREN, 
edited by Henry M. Christman.

EARL WARREN, Chief Justice of the United States, is much 
in the news these days, and readers who want to look beyond 
the headlines and find out what kind of man and jurist he is 
will find the means in this collection of his addresses and 
opinions. 


The Norwegian immigrant’s son appears first as the public 
met him—in the chair of the Governor of California. From War- 
ren’s years at Sacramento, the editor selects nine addresses to 
such varied groups as the National Education Association, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith and the American Bar 
Association. Warren states his “‘hopes for man” in welcoming the 
founding delegates to the United Nations at San Francisco in 
1945 and he holds up a modern view of the Republican party in a 
Lincoln day address in Boston in. 1952. 


IN THE SECOND SECTION, “Liberty and the Law,” 
there are seven addesses that show how deep the libertarian 
instinct lies in the Chief Justice. Here is.his ringing speech at 
W University’s start of its second century, Feb. 19, 1955, 
in which he said frankly that ‘‘we do have a battle today to keep 
our freedom from eroding.” Here also are his memorable trib- 
utes to Fighting Bob LaFollette and Justice Louis. D. Brandeis 
in honor of their respective centennials. The tribute to the elder 
LaFollette is particularly noteworthy since to deliver it the Chief 
Justice went to Wisconsin while the bitterly anti-LaFollette 
Joseph R. McCarthy was still Senator. 

Eleven opinions represent the Chief Justice’s work on the 

Supreme Court. Nine are majority opinions, among them those 
in the Brown (public school desegregation), Nelson, Watkins and 
Sweezy cases. Two are dissents. Together they summarize the 
Chief Justice’s views on the great issues of equality and justice 
under the law. 
THE FINAL SECTION reprints Warren’s widely noted 
article in Fortune Magazine, ‘‘The Law and the Future,”’ which 
appeared less than a year after the large, blond, stanch Califor- 
nian succeeded Fred M. Vinson in the Chief Justiceship, the first 
of President Eisenhower’s five appointees to the Supreme Court. 
From that article many valuable quotations could be drawn to 
suggest the strength and clarity of the Warren mind. Here is a 
paragraph which might be matched by many others: 

“By improving the administration of justice and strengthening 
liberty under law in our own country, we will make our greatest 
single contribution to the promotion of law elsewhere in the 
world. For as long as the United States leads the forces of 
freedom in the world’s great ideological struggle, our institutions 
will remain under a global spotlight, and what we do will speak 
louder than what we say. If our actions continuously testify to 
our belief in justice, other free nations will be fortified in their 
pursuit of the same ideal.” 

Surely the elevation of Earl Warren to the apex of the Ameri- 
can judiciary is the outstanding plus mark in the nearly seven 
years of the current Republican Administration in Washington. 


A Breton Adventure 


THE KINGDOM UNDER THE SEA, by Henri Queffelec. 
(Pantheon, 224 pgs., $3.50.)

PERSONS WHO ATTENDED French classes two or 
three decades ago likely recall a tale of Breton fishermen by 
Pierre Loti, ‘‘Le Pecheur d’Islande’’: a deft description by an 
exotic mind of the hard calling and the difficult survival of 
Breton fishermen. ‘“‘The Kingdom Under the Sea’* is, at essen- 
tial points, Loti’s old tale brought up to date (the fishermen com- 
municate with the mainland once each day by radio; they have 
electronic devices for charting the sea-terrain beneath them), 
and it is Loti considerably improved. 

Loti’s many sharp-eyed excursions into the folkways and folk- 
colorings of life strange at least to the literary mind were ex- 
cursions of a sensibility that remained alien to what it explored. 
Queffelec is a Breton born and reared; and the present book 
and his earlier one, ‘Island Priest,” do not come from the 
notes of an attentive visitor, eager to understand, but are in- 
stead the direct transcription of an observing heart and mind. 
The mind has known these fishermen and their women for a 
lifetime, and the heart has loved them without sentimentality. 


THE NARRATIVE OFFERS the author ample scope 
to express an understanding that has ceased to be self-conscious 
and love that expects enough but not too much. Jean Modenou 
is the part-owner and captain of a small fishing-vessel. To main- 
tain the respect of the men in his crew, even more, to support 
his own self-regard—Jean must be able to discover fishing- 
banks that will pour rewarding tonnage into the hold of his 
boat. Modenou has the good luck—or is it skill?—to discover a 
neglected region of the sea; he has the human pride and selfish- 
ness to regard this rich area as his own, his kingdom under the 
sea. 

For several trips he manages to elude other boats that try to 
follow him; and he might have had several more, had he not 
been betrayed by one of his own men. The motives of the 
betrayal—in this simple but not simple-minded novel—link shore- 
life and sea-life. Modenou’s unhappy second wife has turned 
m to one of the boat’s crew for the comfort and un- 
derstanding that her husband does not give her. She is—she 
feels acutely—his kingdom onshore which he dominates and 
uses as as he does his realm beneath the waves. 
THE REAL SUSPENSE of the last half of the novel lies 
in whether Jean will give a conventional reaction to his wife’s 
unfaithfulness and attack the crew-member, or perceive a grow- 

complexity in all parts of his life. 

Queffelec’s telling of this story is endlessly sure-handed. On 
many pages stir and toss the weather of the sea and the weather 
of distressed human minds. Both weathers are changeable and 
violent; they are never contemptible. And when boats make a 
safe return, when human minds recover a deepening sanity, both 
events are credible and moving. Some novelists journey for 
color, as did Loti; some live for truth or that portion of it to 
which they have a right. Queffelec is one of these.

THE SAGA OF PAPPY GUNN, by Gen. George C. Kenney. 
(Duell, Sloan and Pearce, 158 pe BBD

Pappy earned his wings in the Navy, in which he served 20 
years, as an airplane mechanic and enlisted 
War II, When the Japs struck Pearl Harbor Gunn, then a re- 
tired Navy “Chief,” was in Manila, working as operations man- 
ager of Philippine Air Lines. Several days later the United 
States Army Air Force took over control of the line’s equipment, 
and Pappy Gunn was sworn in as a captain in the Army. 

On Christmas Eve, 1941, Pappy was ordered to fly evacuees 
to Australia, On Jan. 2 the Japanese entered Manila. Pappy’s 
wife, Polly, and their four children were taken to the University 
of Santo Tomas as internees, to remain there more than three 
years. 

In Australia, Pappy “‘settled down” with the Third Attack Group 
at Charters Towers. Flying a B-25 Mitchell Bomber searching 
for a Japanese fleet, Pappy flew out of a cloud and sighted an 
enemy cruiser. Instead of returning to the cloud, Pappy 
tackled the cruiser, strafing its deck twice before an anti-aircraft 
fragment pierced his left hand, When he got back to base 
Pappy inquired for “‘a good veterinary.” 


AFTER GEN. KENNEY took command of the Fifth Air 
Force he assigned Pappy, by that time a Major, to recondition 
175 wrecked fighter planes then at Eagle Farms airdrome, Bris- 
bane. Pappy and his crew of mechanical wizards eventually had 
more than 100 planes in condition and on their way to New Guinea 
to fight the Japs. 

The imprisonment of his family in Manila preyed on Pappy 
to the extent that he was constantly presenting impossible 
schemes for rescuing them to Gen. Kenney for approval, the 
General writes. The distance to Manila from New Guinea, the 
range of available aircraft and the problem of getting in and 
out of the Philippines under the noses of the Japanese, doomed 
all of Pappy’s schemes, but he never quit trying. 

Turning his mechanical genius to armament, Pappy piled 
machine guns on Mitchell bombers until the planes became nose 
heavy but deadly. He was the first Fifth Air Force pilot to fly 
a B-25 with a 75-mm cannon in its nose. He used the 75 to 
blast a Jap transport plane off the Cape Glouster, New Britain, 
strip. The clusters of machine guns he installed on Third Bomb 
Group B-25s enabled the Group’s pilots to literally blast their 
way through Jap shipping and air strips. Firing the multiple 
guns popped rivets out of the B-25s, but no plane came apart. 


PART OF THE GUNN legend has to do with the little 
finger of his right hand, which he fractured. The broken finger 
was in Pappy’s “way” to the extent that he persuaded a Flight 
Surgeon to amputate the offending member. The Third Bomb 
Group buried the finger, with great pomp and ceremony, near 
an air strip at Dobodura, on the north coast of New Guinea. 

Ironically, when the prisoners in Santa Tomas were liberated, 
Pappy was not on hand to meet his family. He was in Forty- 
second General Hospital, in Australia, with a serious wound in 
his upper left arm. A piece of phosphorous shell fragment had 
pierced the arm at Tacloban, Leyte. 

The Gunn family suffered severely in prison. Dysentery, mal- 
nutrition, and beri-beri plagued Polly, her two sons and two 
daughters. Pappy was reunited with his family, but he never 
regained full use of the injured arm. After a period at their old 
home near the Naval Air Base at Pensacola, Fla., Pappy returned 
to Manila with Philippine Air Lines. He had been retired on 
disability pay as a Colonel of the Air Force. 


PAPPY DIED in a crash of a commercial plane he was 
flying near Manila in October, 1957. Carlos Romulo Jr., son of 
Gen. Carlos Romulo, Philippine Ambassador to the United States, 
died with him. 

The circumstances surrounding Pappy’s interment were typical. 
Although he was not on military duty er engaged in Govern- 
ment business when he died, his body was flown in Government 
planes from Manila to Florida for burial. A retired Air Force 
man and a Mason, he was buried in the Navy Cemetery with a 
Catholic chaplain in attendance. 

“We didn’t bury an ordinary man, we buried Pappy Gunna 
that day,”’ wrote Gen. Kenney,

Chicago’s State Street as a Step Towards Downtown Living

IF THE POPULATION of the 
United States reaches 310,000,000 people 
by the year 2000, as seems likely, the 
country is going to be in a frightful mess 
unless we who populate it now do some 
serious thinking. 

Some serious thinking about this was 
done at a meeting in Chicago last week 
of the American Society of Landscape 
Architects. The meeting had before it 
the strong probability that by the next 
turn of the century—just 40 years and six 
months from now—about 70 per cent of 
those who celebrate it will live in cities 
or in urbanized areas. The cityscape now 
takes up some 17,000,000 acres of land: 
by then, citified development is expected 
to have spread over 41,000,000 acres. 

“What the profession must realize,” 
said Emmett Layton, St. Louis landscape 
architect, “is that we now deal with a 
new sort of civilization, not just with 
larger cities. In fact, unless we soon 
achieve this recognition of total newness, 
the city itself might well disappear and 
merge into the melting pot of the metro- 
plex.’ 

The concern of landscape architects 

with the question of growing cities is that 
this profession has to do with the quality 
of landscape, in both town and country, 
as a human, and a humane, resource. It 
has to do with balanced use of the land, 
with special attention to its beauty and 
its spaces. This is by no means in conflict 
with the use of land as a material re- 
source, but it argues that material re- 
sources should not be developed at the 
expense of the resource of environment, 
which is landscape. 
THE PROBLEM AT OUR OWN 
time in American history can be stated 
with appalling simplicity: The landscape 
is vanishing. 

There is more to this than just the clear- 


ing of land for construction. It means 
that in taking land away from nature 
and putting it to the uses of man, we are 
losing not merely the image of nature but 
its essence. 

In Europe, there are long-established 
patterns of living in cities, which often 
abound in green belts, plazas, fountains 
and other features in which the man on 
foot can feel himself at peace. The Amer- 
ican city and its disorderly fringes have 
grown as specialized concentrations of 
offices, industries and stores from which 
we flee after working hours and at all 
other possible times. 

Paradoxically, our population is becom- 

ing steadily more concentrated in and 
around cities. By reducing smog, noise 
and litter, and eliminating such unsightly 
features as overhead power lines, we 
have made our cities endurable, but we 
are just beginning to try to make them 
actually livable. 
TO CREATE A LIVABLE urban 
landscape, Layton said, “‘we must first 
familiarize ourselves with that which is 
truly urban . . . for a city is a civiliza- 
tion, not just a place full of people.” 
Because the metroplex—the metropolis 
overflowing into rural territory—blurs the 
distinctions between city, village and 
country, some city landscaping efforts 
have fallen into what Layton called an 
“Arcadian trap.” 


An example of this was conveniently 
close at hand. The sessions were held in 
the Palmer House, whose front entrance 
is on State street, Chicago’s downtown 
shopping center. There, for nine blocks, 
the State street merchants have installed 
70 new lamp poles, 36 feet high, each 
with three long fluorescent luminaires 
curving upward and outward over the 
street, like tree branches, and a fourth 
projecting over the sidewalk. 

The radio-controlled lights were turned 
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Terra cotta vine designs on a Louis Sullivan building in Chicago, now

tted Chinese elms, short lived petunias 


and plastic ferns. 
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on last November when President Ejisen- 
hower pressed a gold telegraph key in 
the White House. This caused a “beep”’ 
signal from the Vanguard satellite in 
outer space to be fed inte the light eon- 
trols to operate the electronic switch. It 
took three seconds. 

Overhead on each pole are three flower 
holder pans, shall containers from 
which trail vines of ivy, maidenhair fern 
and philodendron—all plastic, because live 
plants don’t survive in the city air. Along 
the sidewalks are large ceramic tubs, 120 
of them,.in which are planted Chinese 
elms, with petunias and other plants at 
their bases. These are live plants, but 
the petunias must be replaced at intervals. 

The effect of the boldly extravagant 
light standards, the tall young elms in 
tubs, and the flowers and greenery, is 
quite inviting and exciting in its general 
impression. The street, they say in Chi- 
cago, is the most brilliantly lighted avenue 
in the world, and its profusion of greenery 
affords relief from paving and masonry, 
in verdant contrast with the matter-of- 
factness of neighboring streets. 


SO, WHAT’S THE MATTER with 
State street? It is a case, the landscape 
designers seemed agreed, of plantings 
that would be perfectly at home in a new 
suburban shopping center becoming 
ludicrous when applied to the grandeur 
and scale of the old Chicago loop. 


The tubs in which the Chinese elms 
grow on State street were designed for 
Old Orchard, a notably successful shop- 
ping center at Skokie, a Chicago suburb. 
When State street wanted planter tubs, 
it just ordered some of these. Lawrence 
Halprin of San Francisco, who designed 
Old Orchard and the ceramic pots, and 
was a speaker at the Palmer House 
sessions, sadly observed that the pots 
were good for Old Orchard but wrong for 
State street, and they were planted with 
the wrong trees. As for the plastic plants 
on the light standards—they seemed 
hardly worthy of Chicago. 


Halprin said that monumental buildings 

dwarf the human being. 
“We need outdoor rooms on a human 
scale,”’ he said. ““The 80-story tower is 
nonmeaningful. What is meaningful is 
what happens at my scale—up to 40 feet 
in the air. That is where I can see. We 
need gardens in the city, a sense of trees, 
flowers and birds. We need street furni- 
ture and fountains. 

“State street has some wonderful build- 
ings, some with large central panel win- 
dows with side openings that were devel- 
oped here and preceded the glass curtain 
wall. Such assets should be played up. 
The open space here is dedicated to build- 
ings and to automobiles, not to people. 
Automobile traffic should be taken off 
the street entirely.”’ 

To an outsider, brightly lighted State 
street, with its long-legged Chinese elms 
and its plastic maidenhair fern and its 
purloined planter pot design at least con- 
stitutes a brave, energetic beginning. The 
merchants there have gotten excited about 
an important idea. 

And if the plastic plants serve as a 
daily reminder to Chicagoans that, al- 
though they can turn on lights with a 
beep from outer space, the air they 
breathe is still hostile to a petunia, the 
time will surely come when they, and 
citizens of other cities with the same 
problem, will want to do something about 
that. 


Three Great Modes of World Thought 


How Western,

THE JET AGE is now upon us, mak- 
ing the world even smaller. This, and the 
possibilities of atomic destruction, have 
prompted most political observers to be- 
lieve that ultimately the world will have 
to proceed to some form of world organ- 
ization or lapse into regression and an- 
archy. But the problem of reaching 
agreement is not only political. It is 
also cultural, involving different outlooks 
on life and nature among the peoples 
of the world. 


These differences have been classified 
into three main culture groups—the West, 
China and India—by Dr. Huston Smith, 
professor of. philosophy at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and formerly at 
Washington University, in an article pub- 
lished by the University of Hawaii. The 
third East-West Philosophers’ Conference, 
which meets once every 10 years, is now 
being held, from June 22 to July 31, 
in Honolulu. Dr. Smith’s article illus- 
trates well the scope of the subjects now 
being discussed and in a sense is the nu- 
cleus of the conference agenda. 

Dr. Smith not only summarizes con- 
cisely the three modes of thinking but 
—in what may become a model attempt 
at world synthesis — shows also how 
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Hindu, Chinese Systems 


and duration, the most extensive civiliza- 
tion the world has ever known, and ulti- 
mately absorbed its many military con- 
querors. 


SPECIALIZATION usually causes 
narrowness of outlook and “‘in the end all 
three cultures are brought to disaster or 
to its brink.” Both China and India 
neglected the natural problem and sci- 
ence failed to develop. As a result, the 
standard of living remains impossibly 
low to this day. India’s only scientific 
contribution to the world at large has 
been in pure mathematics, which deals 
“not with the outer world but with the 
resources of the mind.” India also dis- 
plays social clumsiness, ‘‘vividly illus- 
trated by the present state of the caste 
system.” 7 


Population pressures caused by failure 
to improve agricultural techniques proved 
too much even for China’s social genius. 
Civil strife resulted. China’s deficiencies 
in the psychological field are said to be 
seen clearly in ‘failure to recognize the 
dangers of repression.” Individual emo- 
tions could become so dammed up they 
would burst forth in terrifying form, such 
as “running amok” and a capacity for 
torture. 


This emphasis carried over to Japan, 
Dr. Smith points out, where a Spartan 
training once developed a youth’s aggres- 
siveness and topped it with a lid of “‘blind 
obedience and perfect politeness.” 


DESPITE ITS GREAT industrial 
and scientific achievements, the West is

3. The West considers intercultural re- 
lations in physical rather than in human 
terms. Nations of the West too often 
behave as if the only attitude to take 
toward strangers is one of belligerency 
and domination. The Eastern idea of the 
ultimate victory being decided by moral 
and cultural prestige rather than physical 
might seem utterly lacking in Western 
society. 

4. Almost inevitably, there emerged in 
Europe a social theory which pushes the 
Western thought to an extreme.

Classical Records

RCA-VICTOR IS BRINGING OUT a new series of 
de luxe albums, handsomely packaged and accompanied by finely 
printed brochures which present relevant information about the 
music, the composer, and the performing artists. The de luxe 
aspect of this project is largely a matter of appearance and its 
success should depend on the musical content. Mozart’s ‘‘Mar- 
riage of Figaro,” one of the first releases, meets the musical test 
with honor. A cast of high ranking principals, led by star mem- 
bers of the Metropolitan Opera Company have combined with the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra and the chorus of the Vienna 
State Opera in the production of this sparkling masterpiece. Erich 
Leinsdorf is the conductor. 

Roberta Peters, Giorgio Tozzi and Lisa della Casa in the 

respective roles of Susanna, Figaro and the Countess express the 
qualities of the score with an appealing freshness of sound 
artistically adapted to an appropriate revelation of character. 
Miss Peters is indeed a charming Susanna, and her voice with 
its silvery timbre and easy, fluent production is ideal. Mr. Tozzi, 
the Chicago-born Italian, is another singer who can manipulate 
his voice for humorous purposes without losing any of its rich 
quality. 
GEORGE LONDON, as Count Almaviva, sings with 
authority but his ‘‘Non piu andrai’”’ lacks the spirit of the 
occasion: the supposed exile of the young Cherubino from the 
courts of love to a military garrison. Rosalind Elias (Cheru- 
bino), also is rather inexpressive in her important aria, “Voi 
che sapete.”” The minor principals are all excellent as is the 
general tone of the production. Mr. Leinsdorf keeps the orchestra 
finely balanced with the voices thus making the most of the 
scintillating figurations that move in and out of the vocal lines. 
(RCA-Victor, Monaural, four records.) | 


BEETHOVEN’S NINTH SYMPHONY as _ per- 
formed by the Boston Symphony Orchestra and the New England 
Conservatory chorus under Charles Munch is less satisfactory. 
Undoubtedly some kind of Furor Teutonicus is in character for the 
performance of this monumental work but Mr. Munch is driving 
so hard—particularly in the first movement—that the effect is 
sometimes hysterical. The composer’s direction says “not too 
fast and with breadth.” Georgio Tozzi is suitably broad scaled 
and resonant in his opening address at the beginning of the finale. 
It is an extraordinary occasion when the soloists and the chorus 
can grapple successfully with the high range of this music. This 
was not one of them. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, two records in 
album with brochure.) The Eighth Symphony, played with 
spirit, is on the fourth side. ) 

TSCHAIKOWSKY’S BALLET SUITES ‘Swan 
Lake” and “The Sleeping Beauty” are played with a sumptuous 
body of sound and satisfying rhythmic movement by the Vir- 
tuoso Symphony of London with Arthur Winograd conducting. 
Tschaikowsky’s genius was at its best in this picture-book kind 
of ballet music. The engineering for these records insures a 
maximum volume so the volume control should be kept below 
the level of most symphonic recordings in the ordinary sized 
room. (Audio-Fidelity, Stereophonic, One record.)

THE ULTIMATE in “getting away from it all” prob- 
ably was achieved by Paul Gauguin, who threw off his business 
man’s life in Paris and went sailing away to gay Tahiti. There 
he had the sunny skies and freedom we can all enjoy in our 
escapist daydreams. 

And if we model a daydream on Gauguin himself, we re 
turn from our fantastical island laden with our magnificent 
paintings. So it goes with daydreams and artists. 

Not every artist needs to take off for Tahiti to work, of course. 
But every artist would seem to need a sense of wonder and 
an energy for exploration if he is to work, and those faculties 
can usually be stimulated by a change of pace and surroundings, 

Now the artists who teach at Washington University are scat- 

tered from Europe to South America, and most of them are 
free as the summer breeze from a prescribed schedule, If past 
experience can be trusted they will turn up in September with 
an array of finished works and preliminary sketches, whether 
they are on the beach, at a sidewalk cafe or on their own back 
porch this Sunday morning. 
A WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY PAINTER who 
has found his own tropical island is Howard Jones. He and 
his wife Wiz are spending the summer on an island off the 
West coast of Florida, as they did last year.

5,000,000 people. . . . it’s 
got everything,’’ and they'll take side trips to Guanajuato and 
other towns. Fett is instructor in painting. 

Away to the south Werner Drewes is taking in the Andes, 
second of the three mountain ranges on his itinerary for this 
summer, He is visiting with a son who lives in Peru. 

Drewes has already been to the Rockies this summer, with an- 
other son who lives in Denver. Last trip will be to the Catskills, 

An exotic foreign land for Stanley Tasker is Missouri itself. 
He is a Scotsman, and as a great admirer of Mark Twain, will 
go all over the state, sketchbook in hand, “to try to see just 
what Twain found here.” Currently Tasker is teaching a sum- 
mer school class at the university. 

Missouri is something else again to Warren Spaulding, in- 
structor in composition. “I don’t like the Midwest at all,” 
he says. 

In June Spaulding began a year’s leave of absence from the 
university, and he’ll spend all that time in West Gouldsboro, 
Me, That is on the coast, a little north of Bar Harbor, and 
Spaulding describes it with relish as ‘“‘not urban, not even 
suburban. It’s rural,” 

ROBERT JORDAN, A PAINTER who teaches art 
history, also is spending a year’s-leave of absence in New Eng- 
land, at Center Conway, N.H. 

Artists who have taken to the East for a summer respite in- 
clude Fred Becker, who is en route to Block Island, R.I., where 
he plans to do a lot of swimming, sun-bathing and work. Ken- 
neth Hudson, dean of the School of Fine Arts is on Cape Cod, 
and over at the Chautauqua (N.Y.) summer educational center - 
Richard Duhme is holding classes in sculpture, for the sixth year. 

Tanasko Milovich has found the patio in his back yard a 
comfortable place to paint, and he'll spend a good part of his 
summer there. Another artist staying in St. Louis, by present 
plans, is William Quinn, instructor in painting. He currently 
is teaching a summer school class. Fred Conway says he in-

The adjustment in the broiler 
industry has already begun.

Ralston Purina Co. is one of 
the leaders in nutritional re- 
search, which has been responsi- 
ble for the improved efficiency 
in production of meat and eggs. 
The amount of feed it takes to 
grow a three-pound broiler to- 
day is about seven pounds, about 
half the amount necessary in the 
1930s. Ralston research also has 
sought and advocated improved 
sanitation programs, the most ef- 
ficient’ equipment to use, dis- 
ease control techniques and the 
best flock management methods. 

With economies, in large 
scale production, the poultry 
industry has become largely a 
mass -production industry. It

He was testifying against three 
bills, which would impose con- 
trols and marketing quotas on 
the poultry industry. He sug- 
gested that the solution to the 
problem of low prices and in- 
comes in the poultry industry 
was in the natural law of supply 
and demand. The losses are ex- 
pected to cause some retrench- 
ment of production.

I'll bet 80 per 
cent of those who were 
there couldn’t give a good 
report of what those pic- 
tures were about. It looked 
as though there were a 
continuous game of musi- 
cal chairs going on for 
four hours. 

“Once the manager 
turned the picture off and 
told the audience if they 
didn’t quiet down the 
movie wouldn’t be contin- 
ued. . . . At various times when the racket was bad, the 
picture or the sound would be turned off. There were quite 
a few young men patroling the aisles, supposedly to keep 
order. But they didn’t seem to have any control over the 
situation.”

ON THE MORNING of Nov. 
14,- 1957, at a large and well- 
appointed home deep in the hills 
behind the village of Apalachin 
in central southern: New York, 
a remarkable business confer- 
ence was under way. 

More than 60 of our most im- 
portant national and _ interna- 
tional racketeers had come to- 
gether for one of their periodic 
meetings. Some~ had journeyed 
from as far away as California, 
Florida, Texas, Cuba and Italy. 
Their host was Joseph Barbara, 
a wealthy merchant whose firm 
controlled much of the distribu- 
tion of beer and soft drinks 
through the booming industrial 
area around Binghamton. Like 
their host, who immigrated to 
America from Sicily in 1920, all 
were of southern Italian birth or 
extraction. A grand council of 
the 200-year-old society of the 
Mafia was in formal session. 

It was an imposing gathering 
of power and wealth. Almost 
every element of the rackets 
managed by the Mafia in the 
United States was represented at 
high or highest level. Dynamic, 
chunky little Vito Genovese, 
who is the American under- 
world’s greatest financier, with 
interests ranging from narcotics 
through gambling to labor ex- 
tortion, was there with his two 
oldest friends and partners, Joe 
Profaci and Mike Miranda, only 
slightly less prominent than he. 
Big John Ormento, head of New 
York City’s powerful 107th street 
gang, Joe Bonanno, Carlo Gam- 
bino and a dozen other equally 
important top executives of or- 
ganized crime were present, ac- 
companied by their assistants 
and subsidiaries. 

The Sicilian brotherhood to 
which they all belong has prac- 
tically absolute monopolies 
throughout the country of two 
vast enterprises: the sale of il- 
licit narcotics and the control of 
large-scale gambling, both legal 
and illegal. Moreover, these men 
and their gangs control impor- 
tant segments of the vending, 
pinball ‘and slot machine busi- 
ness, food and liquor distribu- 
tion, trucking, garbage removal, 
building contracting, longshor- 
ing and various labor unions as 
well as innumerable other legiti- 
mate undertakings—and run 
them in traditional gangster 
fashion with extortion and vio- 
lence. An average of the esti- 
mates made by our most exper- 
ienced authorities on rackets in 
the United States—U. S. Attor- 
ney General William P. Rogers, 
U.S. Commissioner of Narcotics 
Harry J. Anslinger and others — 
establishes the annual illegal take 
of all these rackets at several 
billion dollars, of which the 
mafiosi and the other gangsters 
under their management get the 
lion’s share. 


In the pockets of the fastid- 
iously clothed gentlemen 
meeting at Joe Barbara’s 
home was a total of no less 
than $300,000 in cash. 


Inside Barbara’s $130,000 main 
house and the roomy, glass- 
fronted summer house nearby, 
various executive Committees of 
the brotherhood had organized 
their conclaves: Others were 
grouped around the huge ‘stone 
barbecue pit between the sum- 
mer house’ and the four-car ga- 
rage which also contains a com- 
pletely equipped bar. Joe Bar- 
bara, who died of a heart ail- 
ment last month, prided himself 
on the quality of his hospitality 
and had laid in several hundred 
dollars’ worth of prime beef and 
a selection of choice wines. 

To understand the Mafia, one 
must realize that this unique 
society of lawbreakers is not a 
rigid, monolithic organization, as 
most powerful secret societes of 
the past have been. There is no 
president, no formal roster; 
there is no initiation or oath. 
They are unnecessary. A mafioso 
selects one or more of his sons, 
or perhaps a favorite nephew, 


trains and guides him in the tra- © 


ditional philosophy and methods, 
introduces him to the right peo- 
ple and another mafioso i is grad- 
ually created. 

The Mafia is, a a Ioose- 
ly knit association of such fam- 
ilies. combined by many genera- 
tions of tradition and upbringing 
and by an antisocial ideology 
rooted in more than two centur- 
ies of turbulent history. 

The important members of 
these groups, th2 core af the 
society, probably number about 
1000. These are held together by 
the dons, the brotherhood’s 
elders. .Among them are (or 
have been) such spectacular fig- 
ures as Adonis, Luciano, Anasta- 
sia. The prefix don is a title of 
particular respect for a promi- 
nent man. But to the mafiosi it 
has a special meaning. Each

custom, is the co-ordinator of his 
area—it may be a section of 
Brooklyn, Chicago or Los Ange-

How New York State Police Broke Up 
Apalachin Meeting of Top Racketeers

New York-born Frederic 
Sondern Jr. is a Harvard 
graduate.

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sassination when necessary. He 
is not formally elected; he is 
slowly recognized by the elders 
as the biggest, most capable man 
in his section. 


A wise and successful gang 
leader of Mafia origin, if he is 
not eliminated by rivals or 
caught too often by the police, 
eventually becomes a capo 
mafioso. After proving his 
worth &s an organizer and ex- 
ecutive on a larger scale, he 
finally becomes a don—in ef- 
fect the head of his local Mafia 
complex and responsible for its 
peculiar welfare. 


The dons arrange their meet- 
ings according to the needs of 
the moment, as they have for 
more than 30 years. 

The convention at Don Giusep- 
pe Barbara’s was a perfect ex- 
ample of the fraternity’s method 
of operation. Among those pres- 
ent were 19 delegates from up- 
state New York, 23 from the New 
York City and adjacent New 
Jersey area, eight from the Mid- 
west, three from beyond the 
Rocky Mountains, two from the 
South, two from Cuba, one from 
Italy. At the moment, 10 were 
primarily interested in the 
gambling business, nine in narco- 
tics, 16 in the production of illicit 
alcohol and five in union 
racketeering. But the ope:ations 
of all, as usual, interlocked. 


A number of emergencies had 
arisen which particularly con- 
cerned the mafiosi of New York 
and the eastern seaboard. Dur- 
ing the recent months rivalries 
and violent disputes between 
powerful brethren had led to the 
sensational assassinations of dons 
Francesco Scalici and Umberto 
Anastasia, the attempted murder 
of Don Francesco Castiglia 
(Frank Costello), and the killing 
of several less important mem- 
bers. The traditional unity and 
discipline within the society were 
being shaken, the elders felt, 
and stricter lines of jurisdiction- 
al demarcation in the narcotics, 
gambling and labor fields had to 
be drawn at once. 

There were other serious prob- 
lems. Ever since the Kefauver 
and the Daniels committees of 
the United States Senate were 
thoroughly shocked some years 
ago by the testimony of Treas- 
ury Department agents concern- 
ing the Mafia’s structure and its 
role in organized crime, Con-

gress has become increasingly 
concerned with what formerly 
seemed a myth to most of the 
legislators. 

The prying of Senator McClel- 
lan’s more recently constituted 
anti - rackets committee had 
grown embarrassing. National 
magazines and many newspapers 
had given the brotherhood much 
unwanted publicity. 

Worst of all, a growing number 
of big city police departments 
which had discounted the in- 
fluence of the Mafia or denied 
its existence entirely, were be- 
ginning to take a closer look 
and to understand connections 
and patterns of operation which 
they had not grasped before. 
The dons liked none of this. 

The idea of gathering at Apa- 
lachin had not been too popular 
among the brethren. Many 
thought it dangerous. The meet- 
ing would be unusually big be- 
cause of the emergency, They 


d 


could get to Don Giuseppe’s only 
by car, and the sudden appear- 
ance of so many automobiles 
with license plates from other 
counties and states at a season 
when. few tourists circulate in 
the isolated country area might 
be noticed and investigated. 


The mafiosi, however, are not 
wholly practical. They are senti- 
mental in their peculiar way, and 
sometimes recklessly so. Don 
Giuseppe, despite the relatively 
small area which he controlled, 
was a capo mafioso of the first 
order, of unusual experience, 
wisdom and authority. His serv- 
ices as mediator and moderator 
—and he was brilliant as both— 
were badly needed for the ami- 
cable settlement of many of the 
issues which faced the conven- 
tion, 


There was another almost 
equally compelling reason. Don 
Giuseppe, at 51, had a dangerous 
heart condition which made it

impossible for him to travel to 
one of the usual Florida meeting 
places, 


The mightiest of Don Giusep- 
pe’s guests was Don Vitone 
Genovese. Compact, shrewd 
and enormously energetic, Don 
Vitone is generally considered 
by the underworld from New 
York to California as one of 
the most capable and versatile 
organizers of rackets in the 
business. His pleasant house in 
Atlantic Highlands, NJ., is 
sometimes: referred to by the 
brethren as “Fort Knox,” Don 
Vitone’s police record is a 
classic of gangsterdom extend- 
ing. over four decades without 
a single conviction. 


In 1934, his foot slipped for 
once. The New York City police 
and Brooklyn's district attorney 
had reason to believe that Gen- 
ovese had arranged the assassi- 
nation of a fellow mafioso, Fer- 
nando (The Shadow) Boccia. 
Genovese evidently thought they 
had a good case and escaped to 
Italy. He continued his remark- 
able career there during the next 
12 years before, during and after 
World War II, indulging in many 
types of profitable skulduggery. 

In 1946 the American military 
government in Italy, on the in- 
sistence of the New York author- 
ities, sent him back to the 
United States for trial for com- 
plicity in the murder of Boccia. 
But the principal corroborating 
witness for the state was poi- 
soned in a Brooklyn jail, the 
prosecution collapsed and Don 
Vitone was again a free Ameri- 
can citizen. So he has remained, 
more prosperous than ever. 


Among the other elder states- 
men of the Mafia who had made 
the pilgrimage to Apalachin 
were two of Don Vitone’s closest 
associates, One was Don Giusep- 
pe Profaci, wealthy and power- 
ful olive oil and cheese distrib- 
utor of Brooklyn. To the police 
he is known as Joseph Profaci. 
The other was Don Michele 
(Mike) Miranda, a prosperous 
Manhattan used car dealer, The 
three have been a typical Mafia 
clique for many years. 

Both Profaci and Miranda 
were arrested with Genovese in 
connection with the Boccia mur- 
der, but also escaped prosecu- 
tion. In the years since then, 
like Don Vitone, they have risen 
to the top bracket of the broth- 
erhood, assumed a formidable 
respectability, can command the 


most expensive criminal law- 
yers, regard police and judges 
with contempt and almost sneer- 
ingly plead the Fifth Amend- 
ment before legislative investi- 
gating committees. Some law en- 
forcement officers bitterly refer 
to this level of the Mafia as the 
‘“‘non-touchables”—and so they 
have been for a long time. 

Other capi mafiosi held court 
from the couches in Joe Barbara's 
big living room, in the summer 
house and around the barbecue. 
Don Giuseppe Magliocco, New 
York beer distributor, was one 
who commanded respectful at- 
tention. The standing in the or- 
ganization of Don Giuseppe Bon- 
anno, once an associate of Al 
Capone and still a close friend 
of Lucky Luciano, went back as 
far as the 1928 meeting in Cleve- 
land of the nation’s top rack- 
eters. Dons Carlo Gambino and 
Vincenzo Rao, also were of the 
same age and rank. 

In the same bracket with the 
beer and cheese merchants was 
Don Carlo Chieri (Charles Chiri), 
vice president of the Automotive 
Conveying Co. of New Jersey. 
Automotive Conveying used more 
than 100 tractor-trailer units to 
haul new cars from the Mahwah 
and Edgewater plants of the 
Ford Motor Co, to dealers in 14 
states. 

Until a few years ago the 
trucking concern was owned by 
Don Giuseppe Doto (Joe Adonis 
to the underworld)—convicted 
gambling organizer, dock rack- 
eteer and narcotics trader. Offi- 
cially, according to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s 
files, Charles Chiri was presi- 
dent, Joseph Doto vice president. 
In 1955 the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice finally caught up 
with Doto, discovered that he 
had been born in Italy and not 
in the United States as he had 
always claimed and began pro- 
ceedings to deport him as an un- 
desirable alien. Don Giuseppe 
promptly sold out to Don Carlo. 
Don Giuseppe now lives ir, Rome. 

Younger and of slightly lesser 
seniority and rank were such 
mafiosi as Giovanni Ormento. 
Big John, as he is generally 
known in the fraternity, is a 
spectacular individual regarded 
by the more conservative with 
a mixture of disapproval and 

admiration. He has a booming 
voice, an utter contempt for the 
law and a love for rakish clothes 
and diamonds. His outsized 
wristwatch is bordered with big 
stones; his belt buckle, tie clasp 
and fingers flash dramatically. 
Such osténtation is not in keep- 
ing with Mafia tradition. Other 
serious demerits against him, as 
far as the brotherhood is con- 
cerned, are three convictions for 
the sale of narcotics, 


The aggregate police record 
of 56 of Don Giuseppe’s guests 
was remarkable. The 56, be- 
tween them, had been arrested 
275 times and share more than 
100 convictions for serious 
crimes ranging from homicide 
and armed robbery through 
narcotics trading to extortion 
and organized prostitution. 
Only nine of the men had no 
police history. 


The guests had _ countless 
aliases. The obfuscation of cor- 
rect names is a Mafia trick of 
ancient origin which causes po- 
lice authorities almost as much 
trouble and confusion today as 
it did 200 years ago. The mafi- 
oso does not, like cruder crim- 
inals, simply take other names 
entirely. He has a number of 
slightly different ways of spell- 
ing his patronymic. Bonanno, 
for example, signs and identifies 
himself variously as Giuseppe or 
Joseph, or Joe Bannani, Bonono, 
or Bananni. This is not a result 
of illiteracy; it is a well tried 
system which often upsets police 
files. 


The business of the meeting at 
Barbara’s — according to well- 
placed informers who have 
pieced the picture together for 
the Treasury Department’s 
agents — concentrated on two 
questions crucial to the future of 
big organized rackets; narcotics 
and gambling. The dons are 
shrewd business men and, like 
the directors of any big corpora- 
tion, try to look ahead. Large- 
scale trading in illicit drugs has 
become increasingly dangerous, 
not only to the dealers them- 
selves but to the fraternity as a 
whole. 

Above all, however, the pub- 
licity about the drug traffic has 
seriously affected the accus- 
tomed anonymity of the society 
by drawing attention to so many 
Sicilian names. 

Warnings to that effect began 
to reach the capi mafiosi of New

THE SITE for next year’s summer Olympics is Rome. 
The Kalians are great sports lovers, and the national sport of 
Italy is Far Rumore (translation—to make noise). The sport 
originated some time in the Middle Ages in Sicily when it was 
discovered visitors to the 
island were sleeping in- 
stead of buying souvenirs 
in the shops. 

This infuriated the Si- 
cilian merchants so much 
they hired men and wom- 
en to stand under the win- 


Later on, they hired pig 
beaters and donkey - cart 
owners to drive around the 
main streets at 3 and 4 in 
the morning. The scream- 
a ing of the pigs and the rat- 
‘i ges tling of the carts drove the 
visitors out into the streets, 
where they had nothing 
else to do but shop. The 
. Sicilian merchants pros- 

Pe pered, and the idea soon

Today there isn’t a town in Italy that doesn’t have sev- 
eral first-class Far Rumore teams. While refinements have 
been added, the objective of the sport is still the same—to 
keep tourists from sleeping. 


In some cities, motor scooters and Ferraris have 
replaced the pigs and donkey carts, and the auto 
mobile horn is as important to the Far Rumore player 
as the cape is to the matador. 


Roger Price, who was recently in Naples, reports he was 
there for the regional tryouts, which were held in front of 
his window at the Hotel Excelsior. The people around Naples, 
he said, shun modern methods and prefer to holler. 

“The champion hollerer of Naples had died since the 


previous tryouts,” Price told us, ‘‘and so they held a minute 
of noise for him. Then they got on with the games. The try- 


Outs are always held between midnight and 8 in the morning. 


There are different categories. But the results are always the 
same. The one who wakes up the most tourists wins. 

“There are the singles matches, when each participant 
must holler alone, Then there are the mixed doubles, when 
husbands and wives compete against each other. Finally, there 
are the team matches, in which teams composed of men who 
have consumed a bottle of wine apiece start shouting at each 
other. The teams are cheered on by spectators, and there 
is always a great deal of arguing after the matches about 
who made the most noise, the teams or the spectators.” 


In Rome, the mixed doubles are held between 
teams of sports cars and motor scooters on the Via 
Veneto. The mufflers are taken off the vehicles ex- 
actly at midnight and the contest goes on until] dawn. 
It isn’t necessary for the vehicles to move; as long 
as their motors are running they are in the game. 


As you go farther north, Far Rumore takes on a different 
flavor. In Florence, William Dana, an American tourist, re- 
ports, Far Rumore is played with garbage pails, and the 
teams are made up of the building superintendents on one 
hand and the garbage collectors on the other. For years, the 
building superintendents won the contest, but recently the 
garbage collectors have been winning, thanks to a new coach 
named Giuseppi Casaldiavolo, The coach invented the famed 
“Casaldiavolo pass,” in which the garbage pail is slammed 
against the side of the truck before the garbage is emptied. 
Since then the tourists have given the nod to the collectors, 
and the superintendents are looking around for a new coach. 


In Venice, Far Rumore is played between the 
gondoliers and the motorboats. The gondoliers used 
to sing to keep tourists awake, but in recent times, 
every time they started, the motorboat owners revved 
up their engines and drowned them out, 


This so infuriated the gondoliers that they brought in a 
team of hollerers from Naples, and now, instead of singing, 
the gondoliers holler oaths at the motorboats, Since then the 
matches have been even. 

Even in the smaller towns Far Rumore is played. Price 
reports he was in a small town near Genoa, where, instead 
of hollering or racing their motors, the peasants played by 
banging a stick against his car. 

The world record for a tourist sleeping in Italy is three 
hours and 47 minutes. It’s held by a 90-year-old Frenchman 
named Alain Bernheim, who lost his hearing aid an hour 
before he went to sleep, and the motor scooter assigned to his 
window ran out of gas.

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Comstock Lode Biggest Bonanza of All 


$10 Down Paid for Share That Later Was Worth 


The miners whe discov. 
ered the Comstock Lede 
just «a century ago hed no 
idea of the fortune they had 
uncovered. And yet the 
stampede that followed cre- 
ated the state of Nevada and 
produced wealth that helped 
finance the Union in the 
Civil War. Its colorful story 
is told here by an author- 
ity on the history of the 
W est.

INTO the mountain-bound min- 
‘ing camp of Grass Valley, Calif., 
rode a weary traveler late in 
June 1859. He had jogged more 
than 150 miles over the massive 
Sierra Nevada from the Washoe 
country in western Utah Terri- 
tory. With him, mostly as a curi- 
osity, he carried some odd-look- 
ing chunks of gold-bearing ore. 

Next day Melville Atwood, the 
local assayer, tested the rock. 
What he discovered made him 
doubt his own calculations. For 
beside the gold content, which 
ran about $1000 to the ton, the 
specimens contained a much 
higher value in silver—over $3000 
a ton! 

What was more, the stranger 
confided, in Washoe the discov- 
erers were extracting the gold 
and throwing the rest away! 
Since California's big strike more 
than a decade earlier, prospect- 
ors had not even thought of 
looking for anything but gold. 

Those queer - looking réck 
samples launched a human 
stampede that creatéd the 
state of Nevada, transformed 


Within hours of Atwood’s as- 
say, the neighboring towns of 
Grass Valley and Nevada City 
were boiling with excitement. 
Within two days a clattering 
column was surging through the 
pine-forested Sierra, some afoot, 
all bent forward like hounds on 
the scent, Riding in the van was 
the tall, muscular figure of 
George Hearst, then a rising 
voung mining man of Nevada 
City. With him was Atwood the 
assayer, who had joined the 
rush, 

When this vanguard arrived 
in the barren hills of Washoe, 
the original miners still knew 
nothing of their ore’s silver con- 
tent. The two discoverers, Peter 
O’Riley and Pat McLaughlin, 
were washing out the gold with 
their ‘‘rocker,” letting the rest 


of the rock roll down the side 


of Sun Mountain. One of them 
sold his share 

George Hearst. . 
Walsh paid $11, 


local prospector who had fast- 
talked the two discoverers into 
giving him a share. To seal his 
bargain with Walsh, Comstock 
took $10 as a down payment for 
what would later be worth mil- 
lions. Then he bragged to his 
fellow miners that he had fooled 
“the California rock shark!”’ 


He thought enough of the dis- 
covery, however, to call it Com- 
stock’s Lode, and his name be- 
came attached to the greatest 
single deposit of precious metal 
ever discovered in the United 
States. 


By the summer of 1859 Walsh 
and Hearst were shipping ore 
over the Sierra—ore so rich that 
it could be carried 160 miles by 
muleback and another 80 by 
steamer, and could still be 
smelted in San Francisco at a 
fantastic profit. 

With ‘‘Washoe!” thundering 
like a battle cry, the rabble 
army converged on Sierra pass- 
es. From San Francisco they 
swarmed onto the decks of river 
steamboats, jabbering about 
Washoe in a dozen tongues. At 
Sacramento they took the puff- 
ing iron horse—first on the West 
Coast—a few miles farther, then 
staged onward in six-horse wag- 
ons. With a dozen people 
crammed into each stage, they 
were 80 tightly packed that 
when one overturned, nobody 
was hurt. 

Up into the pines the adven- 
turers thronged, making an un- 
broken line of men, mules and 
wagons from Sacramento Valley 
over the mountains to Carson 
Valley. Among the worst haz- 
ards on the trail were the way- 
side taverns, where the travelers 
piled in on one another in fran- 
tic quest for board and bed. 
Typical was Dirty Mike’s, where 
one paid for the privilege of 
sleeping on the floor in company 
with numerous other flea-bitten 
vagabonds, in a room whose 
only fixtures were a piece of 
looking glass fastened to the 
window casings and a common 
comb and toothbrush dangling 
by strings nearby. 

Early in November a storm 
struck the Sierra, covering it 
with snow and ice such as had 
already brought tragedy to 
many California-bound emi- 
grants in previous years. But 
this deterred only the faint- 
hearted and the sane. Count- 
less animals and a few men met 
death in blizzards, but still the 
most daring pressed on. 

As the spring thaw approached, 


all of California seemed to rally | 


at the foot of the Sierra. The 
winter's isolation had left the 
Comstock so short of supplies 
that prices were soaring, and 
between rival freight-packers 
there was a breakneck race to 
be first across with whisky and 
other “necessities.” As early as

By April 1860, some 150 Cal- 
ifornians were arriving in the 
Washoe country every day. Es- 
timates of its population reached 
as high as 10,000 that spring, 
with thousands more on the 
way. Those remaining in Cal- 
ifornia were investing every 
spare cent in Washoe mining 
stocks. 

Nevada would soon boast that 
the best of America came to 
California, and the best of Cali- 
fornia came to Washoe. But the 
backbone of the stampeders was 
the common miner—the same 
who for 10 years had been rush- 
ing to every new strike on the 
coast. Hard-working, hail-fellow, 
he was the sinew of frontier so- 
ciety. 

When the first Californians 
reached Washoe, they found only 
a handful of disreputable shacks, 
inhabited by an equally disrepu- 
table collection of sourdoughs. 
One was a whisky-soaked char- 
acter named “Old Virginny” 
Fennimore. The grizzled old 
timer had a small interest in the 
discovery claim, but Comstock 
had bought him out for a bob- 
tailed, half-blind horse. 

Cheated of his chance for for- 
tune, Old Virginny got back at 
Comstock in his own way. Dur- 
ing a drunken spree, he solemnly 
christened the new community— 
with appropriate drops from a 
broken whisky bottle—‘Virginia 
Within a few months, 
it became Virginia City—eventu- 
ally the most -famous mining 


By the fall of 1859 tents and

visitor estimated that only one 
inhabitant in 50 actually was 
mining the earth.

As a mine approached 
the lead, its stock took on new 
interest.

The 
operator would then scurry 
through town to buy up shares 
before the news was generally 
known. Many sent wires via the 
new telegraph line over the 
mountain to San _ Francisco 
agents, who would then seek out 
every uninformed owner and buy 
his stock.

But such set- 
backs could not down the Lode, 
which was basically sound to the 
extent of an estimated one third 
of a billion dollars. The tide to 
the Comstock rose again in the 
summer of 1860 and ran heavily 
until ’63. Its riches helped to fi-

Among them were many of the 
same wild army that had popu- 
lated Washoe in its dawning hour. 
Peter O’Riley, one of the two 
discoverers, had sold out for 
$40,000, which he had then lost 
in mining speculation. For years 
he pursued silver with pick and 
shovel, driven by an obsession 
that finally conquered his mind. 
Bitter fortune also dogged Henry 
Comstock, who wandered through 
Idaho and Montana in search of 
another treasure, and finally 
committed suicide. 


But to others, Washoe dealt 
fantastic cards. George Hearst 
won a vast fortune that became 
the foundation for the career of 
his son, William Randolph Hearst. 
John W. Mackay, an_ honest 
young miner from the Yuba dig- 
gings, bent all his energies to 
the study of mining. He rose 
from mucker to superintendent, 
then to mine owner. In the early 
1870s Mackay and three partners 
gained control of the Big Bonan- 
za, a glittering new underground 
treasure that gave Virginia City 
its ‘second tumultuous boom, 
threw the Pacific Coast into a 
new frenzy of stock speculation, 
and made its owners the lords 
of the Comstock. 


Today Virginia City itself has 
become a public museum for a 
vanished race. Gone now are 
the hearties—unshaven and un- 
washed—who filled her streets 
with pandemonium, and her cof- 
fers with coin. They have moved 
on; first to new silver strikes 
from Idaho to Arizona, then to 
windswept graves. They were 
crude, ribald, greedy—all of that. 
But no other breed could have 
tamed the fierce wasteland east 
of the Sierra and west of Salt 
Lake. As they staggered, snow- 
blind and frostbitten, out of the 
Sierra a century ago, an early 
Comstocker welcomed them with 
a salute that became a prophecy: 
“‘Let no man speak disparagingly 
of these men. Let (no one) sneer 
at the ragged miners. They are 
the pioneers in a great era... .”

A Perfect 
Fit for TV

NEW YORK, July 11, 

WHEN I FIRST came to New 
York—never mind when that wa, 
—the Irish dramas of Sean 
O’Casey and Paul Vincent C2;. 
roll were Very big in New Yor\. 
Both critics public were 
enamoured of the Irish drama 
but for entirely different reasons, 

The critics loved it because the 
Irish were then and always have 
been geniuses of the spoken word 
and its drama, and the Irish dra- 
mas “Shadow and Substance,” 
“The Plough and the Stars,” 
“Playboy of the Western World” 
were big important plays. But 
the public, it seems to me, took 
these plays to its heart be. 
cause Ireland and the Irish were 
the perfect never never land, the 
land of make-believe. 

For instance, the impact of 
“The Plough and the Stars,” 
which is about the Easter rebel. 
lion of 1916 in Dublin, where it 
is almost a sacred hee ge = 
the im ion it es on 
eypleal’ Mow York theater-goer 
are startling, staggeringly differ- 
ent. In Dublin, when the play 
was presented, they tore up the 
seats in a wild fury of patriotic 
indignation. 


In New York, they laughed. 
The Irish rebellion, at that dis- 
tance in time and place, 
seemed to have been an ador- 
able little uprising—a point of 
view that would get you a hit 
in the head from any proper 
Irishman, The Irish seem— 
and this may get me a hit in 
the head—a charming and im- 
practical and quaint little peo- 
ple with mannerisms that s-cm 
marvelously suited to entertain 
a man for a couple of hours in 
the theater. It’s all in the point 
of view. 


I bring all this up as a rather 
long-winded introduction to ‘‘The 
Lawless Years,” which are the 
‘20s and which have now re- 
ceded in time to the point where 
they represent the same sort of 
quaint never never land that 
Ireland does to the rest of us. 
To those who grew up in the 
‘20s, that decade was (I’m just 
guessing here because I didn’t 
grow up in it) rather matter of 
fact and ordinary. At least, I 
never felt that the people who 
were in their twenties in the 
"20s had any idea their era 
would be considered so all-fired 
romantic by later generations. 

All of which makes the ‘20s 
perfect television fare—as per- 
fect in its way as the Wild West 
which is the all-time never never 
land.

commercials. 

“They're fascinating,” said 
Fickeissen. ‘I watch the private- 
eye shows on television when- 
ever I can. Hate to miss ’em. In 
30 minutes any one of them 
can do what it would take me 
six months of leg work to do 
and they still have three minutes 
to kick away on a commercial 
at the climax of the action.”’ 

Fickeissen has been a private 
investigator here for 29 years. 
When the Kefauver Committee 
wanted a man to investigate 
crime conditions in St. Louis, 
the committee let George do it. 
He also worked as examiner of 
accounts and properties in the 
city comptroller’s office. 

He is a six-footer and at 54 
looks trim enough to hold his 
own in the fast shuffle of a 
barroom brawl, His chain- 
smoking probably would make 
him fold fast in a foot race but 
it hasn’t shortened his wind 
conversationally. He is balding, 
can’t remember ever having to 
fight off a blonde when all he 
really wanted was information, 
and finally disqualifies himself 
for television by looking more 
like President Eisenhower than 
like a private eye. 


“My name doesn’t sound like 
a private eye’s, either,” Fic- 
keissen said. He thought 
about it, grinned and said, 
“Fickeissen. . . .” Loosely 
translated, it is Scandinavian 
for “Phooey on you, Mickey 
Spillane.” 


‘Whenever you work under- 
cover,”’ Fickeissen said, still 
thinking about his name, ‘‘you’re 
going to be made (recognized) 
eventually so I guess a name 
doesn’t make much difference. 
Once I got by for six weeks un- 
dercover in Chicago and I was 
made in the Loop by a bunch 
of St. Louisans passing through 
to a Notre Dame game. ‘Hi, 
Fickeissen,’ one of them yelled. 
The guy with me knew nobody 
would make up a name like that 
for a gag. I was made. I al- 
ways pick a good Anglo-Saxon 
name for undercover.” 

“Fantastic,” he said, amiably 
accepting a gentle nudge back 
toward television private-eyes. 

“Take Mike Hammer. He can 
kick people in the face and 
beat more information out of a 
guy in one minute on television 
than a private investigator could 
in a career. You can’t beat a 
horse on television. That's 
cruelty to animals. On people, 
you can beat away to your 
heart’s content. 

“IT love Mike Hammer’s meth-

Perry Mason nev- 
er loses a case on Drake’s re- 
ports and poor Hamilton Burger 
— Ham Burger, hamburgher, 
wonderful! —the prosecuting at- 
torney is always duncing around 
at the end. That hurts our busi- 
ness because when a lawyer 
hires you he thinks you should 
be another Paul Drake. Detri- 
mental to business, that Perry 
Mason.”

You close 
your eyes to that, you never use 
it to trade information. Any TV 
show that presents that as a 
working principle is as silly as 
some of the tai sequences 
you see on TV, this slinking 
along and stepping in doorways. 
That irritates me. The worse 
thing you can do is get 
behind somebody. When they 
stop, you're dead. And car-tail- 
ing. Bus and streetcar-tailing is 
the easiest thing in the world, 
but car-tailing? You need at

| HOLLYWOOD, July 11 (UPI). 
_JOHN GUEDEL, a top television producer, promotes his 
shows in advance by airing them on radio ahead of their 
television date, hoping to build up an audience eager to watch 
the TV version.

“The people listening to 
the show on radio wonder 
what the characters look 
like, so they'll watch it 
when it comes to TV,” 
Guedel said. 

Guedel’s company turns 
out 45 programs—18 for 
television and 27 for radio. 

“All of our radio shows 
now come from seven of 
the 18 TV programs we 
produce,” he said, 

How do you get 27 pro- 

\ grams out of seven? 

“We break up some of 
the shows into smaller 
parts and then put new 
material into them for the 
radio network,” Guedel 
explained. ‘‘The short pro- 
gram segment is the only 
successful thing on radio 
today. We use 80 per cent 


of a TV show with a 20 per cent change in the script for 
“People Are Funny” has been around for 21 years; “House 
_ | “Naturally we have to be in television as well as radio,” 
he added. “We couldn’t afford to be in this business and pro- 
duce 27 shows exclusively for radio.” 
Some of Guedel’s shows have been on radio and TV for 


many years. 


“People Are Funny” has been around for 21 years ‘House 
Party,” 14 years, and “You Bet Your Life,” 13. 


ONE UNIQUE FACT about Guedel’s productions is that 
they don’t include a single Western in these days when horses 


are all over the place. 


“I had the first adult Western with Randolph Scott and 
Claire Trevor on radio in 1946," Guedel said, “but it was 


ahead of its time. 


“Then when TV Westerns came in we missed the boat 
because we were making other things. Besides, we’re not in 
the business of jumping on the bandwagon.” 

Looking at future TV programming, Guedel believes that 
the TV horse operas may be replaced in popularity by another 


type of show 


“Emotional shows with a feminine appeal will replace 
them,” he said. ‘‘The movies have found that sentiment has 


been overlooked in favor of a more 


show.”

Guedel is associated with Art Linkletter and Groucho 
Marx in his firm. Guedel started the company in 1938 after

Berry-Picking Memories 


THIS IS THE WEEK when blackberries start to ripen; 
a delicious fruit that has only the disadvantage of needing 
ealorie-rich cream and sugar to make it one of the summer’s 
finest desserts. 


Blackberries have another disadvantage beside their cal- 
orie count when the cream is added, and this has to do with 
the difficulty of picking them. No briars are sharper, no 
brambles thicker than those in a blackberry patch. There is 
something about these locations that seems to draw chiggers 
like a magnet. The low-nesting birds which use the bushes 
for homesites often attract the hunting black snake, which is 
harmless but a bit startling to meet face to face. The black- 
berry patch also generally is set out on the sunniest hillside 
on the farm, so if you go berry picking at dawn you are 
drenched with dew, while if you go later you are drenched 
with perspiration.

She can take any vitamin—but 
why give her any, when a nor- 
mal diet will provide all she 
needs? There is no vitamin, of 
course, which will reduce her 
weight. 

I doubt whether knowing 
“the normal calorie intake” 

would be of any use to you. 
Anyway, I couldn’t possibly 
give you such a figure with- 
out knowing a lot more about 


your daughter. Her height, 
weight, metabolic rate, rate of 
growth and other factors would 
have te be calculated to know 
what is “right” for her. And 
also you'd have to take into 


she “burns up” in daily exer- 
cise and activity. 

Furthermore, unless you are 
going to weigh all her food (and 
also keep track of every sand- 
wich or candy bar or bottle of 
pop or ice cream cone she has) 
you can’t figure her calorie in- 
take accurately. 

You know how calorie ratings 
are figured—a “normal portion” 
of potatoes, or “one slice” of 
bread, and so on. One mother’s 
idea of a “‘normal portion” of 
potatoes is three times that of 
another mother’s opinion. Some 
bread slices are twice as thick. 

Difficult to figure exact calo- 
ries? Yes! But difficult to 
work out a proper diet for your 
daughter? No, I don’t think so. 

The best, safest and most suc- 
cessful way (and the healthiest, 
too) for the chunky child is to 
start substituting food. At 10, 
a child doesn’t care much about 
*‘weight control.” She just eats 
until she’s “full.” For a lot of 
reasons, quite complicated, 
some children eat more than 
others—and pack on pounds. 

You don’t want to starve the 
child. You certainly don’t 
want to harm her health. But 
you do want to get her weight 
normal so that when she’s 15, 
or 18 or 21 she’s going to be 
graceful and attractive. 

The answer is substitution. 
For snacks when she gets home 
from school, give her carrot 
sticks, an apple or other fruit. 
Give her only skim milk—which 
cuts down the fats but doesn’t 
hurt the healthful ingredients.

Life at a spa is much the 
same everywhere, whether at 
Baden-Baden, Excelsior Springs, 
or at Luchon which has been 
famous for centuries as a health 
resort. You spend your days 
at the bathhouse, seeing the 
same people at the same hours, 
going from your doctor to your 
bath attendant and on to your 
masseuse; or wandering in and 
out of the specialty shops; or 
eating—which can always con- 
sume lots of time in France. 

Since the doctors permit no 
trips into the high mountains 
during the cure, we took only 
one excursion, up to the inn that 
was built by the Knights Tem- 
plar in the Eleventh century to 
take care of travelers over the 
pass into Spain.

Luigi Santos Trafficanti and a 
partner, Luigi (Joe Rivers) Si- 
lesi, had come from Havana to 
establish before the capi mafiosi 
their exclusive overlordship, of 
long standing, in this domain.

Then Trafficanti’s position was 
threatened by a fellow mafioso. 
Don Umberto Anastasio (Albert 
Anastasia), one of the extremely 
wealthy and powerful masters 
of the docks and numbers rack- 
ets in New York, was sending 
agents to Cuba to scout for proj- 
ects—without. Trafficanti’s per- 
mission. This was a _ serious 
breach of the  brotherhood’s 
rules, and ¢omplaints went 
promptly from. ‘Havana*to New 
York. Anastasia was apparently 
warned by other capi mafiosi, 
but kept right on with his pre- 
datory plans. 

As a result, on Oct. 25, 
1957, Don Umberto was shot ex: | 
pertly through the head by two 
calm executioners as he sat in 
a barber chair in the Hotel Park 
Sheraton, in. midtown Manhat- 
tan. The case, like most Mafia 
assassinations, hag not been 
solved. Trafficanti and Silesi had 
been bothered by the New York 
police about Anastasia’s murder, 
and Silesi subsequently sent a 
message to District Attorney 
Hogan, who wanted him for 
questioning, to “drop dead.” 
Now they wished assurances 
from the elders that such inva- 
sions and embarrassmeénts would 
not occur again. 

These and other discussions 
were in progress in the living 
room and the summer house 
when the first warnings of dis- 
aster came. Several brethren 
who had been around the barbe- 
cue pit burst in breathlessly. 
Four men, evidently police offi- 
cers, were taking down the num- 
bers of the cars parked in front 
of the garage and in a neighbor- 
ing field. ‘‘That’s just a state 
cop,”’ the host is reported to 
have said.

City residents had 
voiced their concern about the 
storm-water problem. It was

run into the creek much faster 

than from the grass and weed 

covered 33 acres of the site. 
Criteria Set Up. 

Design criteria for the project 
to handle a rain in excess of 
that of June 7, 1957, was set up 
by the Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict, as Follows: 

1—Provide temporary storage 
facilities with sufficient capacity 
to store water in excess of the 
natural run-off during a rain 
having the intensity of the June 
1957 storm. 

2—Control the discharge from 
the developed area so that run- 
off would not exceed the run-off 
of the undeveloped area. 

3—Control the maximum rate 
of discharge so that the peak 
discharge would not exceed that 
of a 15-year frequency one-hour 
storm. 

These requirements are to be 
in effect until permanent down- 
stream facilities are constructed 
through the Metropolitan Sewer 
District. These proposed perma- 
nent facilities have already been 
studied and the engineering work 
is being developed. 

A solution to these require- 
ments was developed through 
collaboration of the architect, 
the general contractor, Wm. P. 
Neil Company, Ltd.; and the 
firm of Thatcher and Patient of 
Ferguson, civil engineers, Con- 
sultants for the design of the 
control of the system were Voor- 
heis-Trindle Company, c Ilt- 
ant civil engineers of Los An- 
geles, Calif. This firm has de- 
signed similar systems for the 
southern California area. 

By utilizing the paved parking 
lot to build a series of storm 
water retention basins, the water 
falling onto the property will be 
collected in a manner similar to 
that on any large parking area. 
All of the basins will have drains 
set at the same elevation so that 
water will be stored throughout 
the system simultaneously. The 
storage also will be at the same 
elevation so that the water will 
be contained to the maximum 
for the entire system. 

Would Prevent Flood. 

From the parking lot basins, 
the water will be collected by 
an underground pipe system 
having specially designed pipe 
joints to prevent joint leakage 
and possible washout. The water 
from this piping system will run 
to an underground control weir. 
This control weir has been de- 
signed so that the outflow will 
not exceed the run-off quantities 
or the rate of flow from the site 
prior to its development. 

From the storm water control 
weir the water will be directed 
to the existing channel of Upper 
Fountain Creek in a manner that 
will prevent any washout or 
change to the channel.

Watering 
Needs Show 


Variation 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


A friend called recently and 
asked: ‘‘Do you operate a Court 
of Domestic Relations?” ‘‘Seri- 
ously,” she quickly added, ‘‘Bill 
and I have been having the most 
awful arguments about watering 
our lawn and garden. He tells 
the yard man one thing and I 
tell him another. We are all 
confused! ”’ 

These good folks, like many 
others, were suffering from an 
acute attack of the confusion 
about watering lawn and plants 
that seems to plague St. Louis 
area gardners. It ig impossible 
to draw up any precise rules 
about watering. During a peri- 
od of rainfall deficiency (like 
the present one) a _ thorough, 
once-a-week soaking may be 
needed by many plants. Blue- 
grass lawns should not be wa- 
tered oftener than twice a 
month now, for this is their dor- 
mant season. 

Actually, the situation in this 
area isn’t as desperate as the 
long-range period of dryness 
would make it seem. There have 
been intermittent light rains in 
April, May and June most every- 
where in the area. In some in- 
stances there have been brief, 
but veritable cloudburst types 
of rainfall that have done a 
great deal of good. 

Where soil has been well 
worked, has been mulched, or is 
of a nature to remain iriable,

The principal reason why wa- 
tering is such a problem here 
is that most of us are trying to 
grow plants in the tough clay 
soil of the Ozark ridge. It’s a 
very shallow soil. Just.a few 
inches beneath the surface 
there’s likely to be an almost 
impervious hardpan. 

The hardpan keeps water from 
draining away. Once, when our 
own garden was plowed by an 
old man and his almost equally 
ancient mule, the animal left 
hoofprints in our back yard. 
Although they couldn’t have 
been more than three or four 
inches deep, they held water 
for many days. 


Too Much Possible. 

When soils lack drainage, it 
is possible to over-water. By 
over-watering we do not mean 
the use of too much water, but 
that the soil is kept continuously 
saturated over too long a period 
of time. 

Plants can be practically 
flooded and it won't do them a 
bit of harm—provided that the 
water is allowed to drain away 
and the soil has a chance to dry 
out (but not bake) before they 
are watered again. Our own sys- 
tem is to soak an area for many 
hours (occasionally over-night). 
That particular spot usually will 
not need water again for more 
than a week. 

Until we have a more normal 
rainfall pattern here, it is ad- 
visable to check the planting 
almost every day, and water the 
areas that are drying out. Plants 
growing in full sun will need 
water sooner, of course. Ever- 
greens on banks or hillsides dry 
out very quickly, and so do the 
ones that get reflected heat from 
the walls of a building, or from 

drives.

Officials pointed out that the 
rate boost does not affect mort- 
gages already in force.

When the National Park Serv- 
ice officially accepted the area 
as a park in 1955, it began de- | 
velopment work as a part of its | 
Mission 66 program. Estimates | 
are that $5,000,000 will be re- 
quired to complete, by 1966, the 
plans already formulated. 


Approximately a million dol- 
lars have been spent on develop- 
ments and improvements. A new | 
visitors’ center and headquar- | 
ters building has been opened. 
The two-story structure includes 
an information desk, assembly 
room seating 150, and an ex- 
hibits room housing a museum. 
Displays, exhibits and audio- 
visual presentations explain the 
historical meaning of the park. 

The four main periods of the 
Cumberland Gap story empha- 
sized are: Indian and prehis- 
toric period; pioneer and migra- 
tion period; Civil War period, 
and. an industrial boom period 
of 1890. There are two outside 
observation areas from which 
to view the Gap. 


A scenic road from the cen- 
ter to the crest of Pinnacle 
Mountain has been opened. A 
parking area and orientation 
center have been built on the 
Pinnacle and an overlook has 
been constructed on one of the 
craggy crests of the mountain. 
The vista includes Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia.

More than 200,000 men, women 
and children passed through 
Cumberland Gap in the settle- 
ment of the West between 1775 
and 1796. They traveled by wag- 
on, on horseback and on foot over 
the narrow, winding, difficult trail 
that penetrated the wilderness of 
the unexplored and unopened re- 
gions west of the Appalachians. 

Through this gap came the 
first western surge of Kentucky 
pioneers attracted by tales of un- 
claimed fertile land, of springs, 
brooks and rivers, of plentiful 
game and endless adventure.

The town of 15,000 is in Yellow 
Creek valley, two miles north- 
west of Cumberland Gap. It came 
into being in 1888-89 as a city in 
one of the most spectacular in- 
dustrial developments in America 
during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century. 

The name Middlesborough was 
given to the new municipality be- 
cause it was to be patterned after 
a coal and iron center in England 
by that name.

200-Year-Old 
Brewery a Top Treat 


Among Dublin Tourists 


Dec. 31 will mark the two hun- 
dreth anniversary of one of Ire- 
land’s most famous industrial 
concerns as well as one of her 
most popular tourist attractions 
—the Guinness Brewery at St. 
James’s Gate in the heart of 
*‘Dublin’s fair city.” 


Since the turn of the last cen- 
tury, the St. James’s Gate 


Brewery has been the world’s | 


largest and, according to the 
Irish Tourist Office, the vast 
scope of its operations tends to 
dazzle even the most blase of 
American visitors who normally 
take big business installations in 
stride. 


The brewery’s founder, Ar- 
thur Guinness, must have had a 
premonition of its future pros— 
perity. When he took over the 
St. James’s Gate property from 
the City Fathers in 1759, he 
signed a 9000-year lease. 

Sprawled across 63 acres, the 
brewery has its own railroad, 
fleet of barges, barrel shop, 
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huge buildings housing genera- 
tors, boilers burnished copper 
vats the size of swimming pools, 
ultramodern laboratories, and 
Old World offices rich with ma- 
hogany and gleaming brass.

Swimmin’ Holes, 
Modern Version 


Private and Community Rools Are on 
~The Boom, 2000 Now in St. Louis Area 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Steff 

EW THINGS are multiplying more rapidly than modern-day 

versions of the old swimmin’ hole. Made of concrete or other 

material, and containing water through which a person can see 
clear to the bottom, the current versions offer more convenience than 
did those summer-time havens of days gone by. As a result of the 
swimming - pool boom, many St. Louisans need only step into their 
back yard to take a dip. Many other residents have joined together 
and built private pools in their neighborhoods. 

From perhaps 300 in 1954, the number of residential pools in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County’ had increased to 2000 at the start of the 
1959 season, the Greater St. Louis Swimming Pool Association estimates. 
The organization predicts 500 more will have been built before summer 
ends. A typical pool will cost $4000 to $4500 fully equipped, the associ- 
ation says, although a householder can spend considerably less — or 
considerably more. Just as the cost varies, so do the shapes — rectang- 
ular, round, kidney, boomerang, dog -leg, oval, wedge. 

In the group ventures, from 20 to 300 families will build a private 
pool for their own use. These are often called community pools. The 
investment, in a typical undertaking, is from $250 to $350 a family, with 
——_ families taken in to build a $60,000 to $70,000 pool. 

e growth in the number of pools has given rise to a new way 
of life and the start of a new language. Here is a partial glossary: 
“Splash party,” a teen- age party centered around a residential swim- 
ming pool; ‘pool sitter,” a person engaged to watch young dippers; 
“pool-bound,” plight of a pool owner who cannot get a “pool sitter.”

The driver was lucky, 
too, for policemen of the new Accident 
Investigation Squad quickly cleared 
him of responsibility and let him go. 

Before June 1, when the new squad 
went into action, the policy was to is- 
sue blanket charges of reckless driving 
in most cases involving injury—even 
to those motorists who were obviously 
innocent. This meant raising bond or 
going to jail until cleared by an inves- 
tigation. Now, the details of the acci- 
dent are carefully recorded and evalu- 
ated on the scene. Specific charges are 
made against those believed guilty 
and the others are released. 

Thirty-six St. Louis policemen qual- 
ified for this work by completing a 
three-week course given in St. Louis 
by the Northwestern University Traffic 
Institute. Seventeen of these men, di- 
vided into three shifts, now devote full 
time to accident investigation. They in- 
vestigate all accidents where there is 
injury, hit-and-run driving, driving 
while intoxicated, or damage to city 
property. 

In the first twenty days of opera- 
tion, three shifts checked 422 accidents, 
making arrests in 85 per cent of the 
cases. Thirty-one different types of

HE CITY OF St. Louis is faced with a financial 
crisis which can be resolved only by a tax in- 
crease. On Tuesday, city residents will go to 
the polls in a special election that will determine 
how the needed revenue will be raised. They 
will vote on a charter amendment to increase the 
city’s earnings tax rate from one-half per cent to 
a full one per cent. 
If the amendment is not bo gaew four emer- 
ency taxes already enacted by the Board of 
dermen will go into effect after August 1, and 
the burden of paying these taxes will fall entirely 
on city taxpayers. If the amendment is approved, 
the emergency taxes would be automatically 
dro , and persons living outside the city but 
working in it would pay one-third of the earnings 
tax. In doing so, they would be giving help to 
city residents and city businesses whose total 
municipal tax burden includes support of many 
facilities from which non-residents directly or in- 
directly benefit. 

These include maintenance of streets and 
street lights, operation of fire and police depart- 
ments, hospitals, public health programs, parks 
and playgrounds. Indirectly, non-residents would 
be giving more help to institutions the city main- 
tains for the benefit of everyone in the sprawling 
metropolitan area, such as the zoo, art museum, 
Steinberg skating rink and Kiel Auditorium. 

Whichever method is used—the earnings tax 
increase or the emergency taxes—the city will re- 
ceive $4,500,000. This is the amount needed to 
balance the budget for the fiscal year which be- 
gan last April 1. 

If the earnings tax rise is defeated, the emer- 
gency taxes automatically go into effect. These 
emergency taxes are; Increase of 7 cents on each 


$100 of assessed valuation of real estate and 
tangible personal property; another one-half cent 
on each gallon of gasoline and other motor fuels 
sold in the city; increase of 75 cents in the levy 
on each $1000 in sales of St. Louis merchants and 
manufacturers; a new charge of $8 annually 
against each householder (and a lesser amount 
for each living unit of rooming and lodging 
houses) for rubbish collection, a city service now 
furnished without extra cost. 

Under the one per cent earnings tax, the city 
would be able to apply only the collections for 
the five months beginning with August on this 
fiscal year’s budget, bringing in the $4,500,000. 
Collections for the first quarter of 1960 would not 
be paid to the city until next April 15, or two 
weeks after the start of a new fiscal year. 

For an entire fiscal year, the one per cent 
earnings tax would bring the city an estimated 
$20,000,000. Mayor Raymond R. Tucker says 
that with assurance of this amount annually from 
the earnings tax, the city might be able to reduce 
taxes on personal property, gasoline and cigar- 
ettes. Or, he says, the Aldermen could ly 
provide exemptions in the earnings tax system. 


St. Louis is one of 27 cities that levy an earn- 
ings tax. The rate of one-half per cent has been 
in effect here since 1954 when the city voted, by 
a 6 to 1 majority, to authorize the earnings tax. 

In the election Tuesday, voters will use pa- 
per ballots ag machines will not be used) 
on which th place an X in the square be- 
side the word YES if they approve the amend- 
ment for the earnings tax rise. They will mark 
X beside the word NO if they are against the 
amendment. To amend the charter, a favorable 
majority of 60 per cent is needed.

Shirley Theodore of Concordia Turners Demonstrates Her Skill on the Parallel Bars 


As Mrs. Theodore displays expert technique on 
the high parallel bars, her movements are out- 
lined by colored lights taped to ankle, waist 
and shoulder. During a time exposure, an 
electronic flash froze the action of her swing 
at the point when her body is parallel to the 
bars. Three lines at the left were made 
by the lights as she walked into the bars. 


OMPLICATED PATTERNS of body movement 
unfold as the expert gymnast does twists, 
turns, loops and other assorted gyrations on 

parallel bars. Such feats, which call for an advanced 
degree of muscular strength and co-ordination, are 
traced through mid-air in these photographs. The 
“ad mame is Shirley Theodore, one of St. Louis’ 
eading women gymnasts. Lights were attached to 
her ankle, waist and shoulder as she demonstrated 
her skill. 

Shirley Theodore (in private life she is Mrs. 
Marcus Theodore) has been interested in gymnastics 
since she was four years old, when she was en- 
rolled in a class at a Turnverein (German gym- 
nastic- athletic society) in south St. Louis. Present- 
ly, at the age of 29, she is a member of one of these 
groups, the Concordia Turners. She was on the 
Concordia team of more than 100 people which de- 
fended its national championship against other 
Turner teams from around the country in a quadren- 
nial meet last week in Louisville. At the last such 
meet, in 1955, Mrs. Theodore placed eighth on the 
basis of her combined points in women’s track, 
field and gymnastic events. 

Mrs. Theodore is a physical education teacher 
at Cleveland High School. She keeps in condition, 
she explains, “by chasing my girls around the 
track” during exercise classes and by working out 
with the Concordia Turners every Wednesday night.

HE FIRST VISIT to Chicago of a reign- 
ing British monarch— Queen Eliza- 
beth II— brought the biggest turnout 

in the postwar history of the [Illinois 
metropolis. An estimated 2,000,000 per- 
sons saw the Queen and her husband, 
Prince Philip, as they made a 13-hour 
whirlwind sightseeing tour of the city last 
Monday. The reception was the wildest 
accorded the royal couple on their cur- 
rent 45-day North American trip, which, 
except for the Chicago stop, is being de- 
ter exclusively to touring Canada. 

Chicago’s warm and friendly wel- 
come dispelled any fears of coolness 
toward British royalty by a city long con- 
sidered a citadel of isolationism. The 
fact that Chicago is glorying in its new 
role as a terminus of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway no doubt added to the open- 
hand welcome it extended. The 
Queen, who previously had formally 
opened the waterway, hailed the seaway 
as a new bond between Canada and the 
United States and declared that now Chi- 
cago’s “horizons are unlimited.” The 
royal couple's first Chicago stop after 
arrival ceremonies was the International 
Trade Fair, which is being held as a sym- 
bol of Chicago’s emergence as an “in- 
land ocean port.”

Cuba desires to live in a spirit of harmony and inter-Ameri- 
can brotherhood with those nations who endorse and live by 
the same ideas of democratic freedoms and the inalienable 
rights of man as do we who recently have had to fight long 
and bitterly for these freedoms. 


In many respects Cuba is closer spiritually and culturally to 
the United States than any other nation of Latin America. Our 
histories overlap. You in the United States helped us gain our 
freedom from European rule and we, in turn, helped you pre- 
serve your freedom during two world wars. 


Your industrial investments in Cuba are large and our Consti- 
tution assures them equal treatment with investments of Cubans. 
Our people spend millions of dollars in the U.S. every year—only 
slightly less than your tourists contribute to our economy dur- 
ing their visits to this friendly and hospitable nation. 


Traditionally you are by far the best customer for our sugar 
and, also traditionally, we buy more from you than you buy 
from us. Cuba does not ask of the United States any special 
consideration nor does it request the “big brother” treatment. 
Cuba asks only that it be treated as an equal in the family of 
American nations; that its ambitions and aspirations receive 
the sympathetic consideration which they merit based as they 
are on firm democratic principles and the dignity of man. 


I welcome the opportunity to address myself to the readers

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A Revolution in Depth 


For a few tension-filled hours on the —— 
and early afternoon of Jan. 1, 1959, there existe 
the very real possibility that the Cuban Revolu- 
tion would prove to be just one more coup 
d’etat. A general was proclaimed head of the 
armed forces. A supreme court judge went to 
the presidential palace in Havana to assume the 

esidency. This could have been a revolution 

which “everything changes and everything re- 
mains the same.” 

From the mountains of Oriente—Cuba’s east- 
ernmost ptovince 700 miles from Havana— 
came a voice which rejected a purely political 
revolution. It was the voice of Fidel Castro 
proclaiming that he, as leader of the revolution, 
would never accept a government in which only 
names changed, leaving intact an economy and a 
social order which lived off official corruption, 
—— and the relative poverty of millions of 

ubans. 


The dramatic revolution which has profoundly 
altered Cuba during the first six months of 1959 
and which has won the attention of the entire 
world has proven to be far more than a political 
revolution. The revolutionary laws and decrees 
have exerted a profound influence on every seg- 
ment of Cuban society. 


This economic and social, as well as political 
revolution has left no phase of Cuban life un- 
touched. The twenty-sixth of July movement 
never intended that events should go on as be- 
fore. It was a revolution made, not in a smoke- 
filled room, but in the clearer air of exile and 
in mountain-side hideouts of the Sierra Maestra 
—the mountains of eastern Cuba. It was made 
by idealists, dreaming of what this potentially 
rich nation might be if its people could be edu- 
cated and permitted to work in an environment 
of freedom and an atmosphere of honesty. 


One of Fidel Castro’s first statements to the 

ople of Cuba admitted that the Revolutionary 

overnment would make errors. At no time 
have responsible people in the government 
claimed omniscience in either domestic or inter- 
national affairs. The new Cuban government is 
composed of young men dedicated to their ideals 
and admittedly inexperienced in the da -by-day 
complex operations of government and business. 
Their great strength lies not in their still un- 
proven administrative ability but in the tremen- 


dous support their idealism and their honesty. 


have received from the great majority of the 
Cuban people. With such support, the problems 
of the moment can resolved in accord with 
the best interests of the entire nation. With 
such support, errors can be rectified and the 
correct paths to economic prosperity and social 
justice selected with nothing more nor nothing 
less than the welfare of Cuba as the guide. 


Fidel Castro has made clear the objectives 
of the revolution. They are basic and simple. 
The first is to provide a better livelihood for all 
Cubans so that all may share in the wealth of 
the nation. The second is to permit them to 
enjoy such economic prosperity in an atmos- 
phere of liberty—liberty of speech, of worship, 
of press, and conscience. objectives pose 
a challenge faced earlier by many governments 
in many parts of the world. Far too often the 
challenge has been stronger than the men who 
had to meet it. Liberty has been sacrificed to 
economic expediency, or economic welfare has 
been sacrificed to political chaos. 

This is the challenge which the leaders of the 
Cuban revolution are required to meet. Their 
actions and their words must bear the scrutiny 
of every Cuban. They must maintain the tre- 
mendous wave of popular support which greeted 
their assumption of responsibility last January. 
The challenge is tremendous and, in order to 
meet it successfully, Cuba needs the sympathetic 
understanding of free people throughout the 
world and particularly that of the United States, 
with which economic and cultural relations have 
been so close for half a century. 


A genuine understanding of the “why” of the 
Cuban revolution can be found only by a knowl- 
edge of conditions existing on Jan. 1, 1959. 

The cherished freedoms of all men were non- 
existent. There was no real legal political op- 
position. Those opposed to the reigning dic- 
tatorship were hounded into exile or jailed and 
tortured. Sadism was rife throughout the armed 
forces and the police. Censorship of the press 
was almost continuous. Havana University was 
closed. The right of habeas corpus was denied. 
Courts of justice were a mockery of their very 
name. 

On the economic side there was a certain 
amount of progress, but it was the type of 
progress which did little or nothing to resolve 
the basic economic problems of the bulk of the 
Cuban people. It was progress constructed on 


the uncertain base of official corruption and 
collusion. An almost unrestricted flow of con. 
traband kept Cuban industry from developing. 
The —— of the tax collectors made it 
necessary for almost every ess organiza- 
tion to keep two sets of books. This same cor. 
ruption prevented genuine commercial competi- 
tion; it made null and void the alleged beneficia! 
efects of Cuban legislation encouraging the in- 
vestment of capital, foreign and domestic, in 
new industries. It discouraged serious enter- 
prises from establishing themselves in Cuba 
simply because a conscientious management, for 
business as well as moral reasons, wanted no 
part of an operation in which blackmail and 
bribery were daily problems. 


The superficiality of the Cuban prosperity of 
post-World War II years was most apparent 
in the rural areas of Cuba. Literally half a 
million men—20% of Cuba’s entire labor force— 
were chronically unemployed. To further com- 
plicate the unemployment problem, the Cuban 
sugar industry, by far the island’s greatest single 
employer, is by its nature seasonal. There is 
work from January throughout May while five 
to six million tons of sugar are being harvested 
and ground. The rest of the year is the tradi- 
tional “tiempo muerto”—dead season—in which 
no remunerative employment is available. 

While Cuba was importi large quantities 
of foodstuffs, vast areas of fertile Cuban land 
were lying idle. Poorer Cubans could not af- 
ford the high prices of imported goods nor 
could they find the land 
their own foodstuffs. 

There was some progress in industrialization, 


but in many cases it was achieved only through 
exhorbitantly high domestic prices to offset 


on which to grow 


. bribery and payoffs to so-called union leaders. 


In other cases contraband imports put domestic 
industry in an untenable competitive position. 
Industrialization was occurring primarily in 
those fields offering the highest profit margins 
and not necessarily in those industries whose 
products would best fulfill the economic aspira- 
tion of the Cuban people. 


While still profitable, the sugar industry was 
— losing its share of the world market. 

igh sugar prices during most of the postwar 
years made it possible for Cuban growers to 
operate, but the long — problem of a de- 
clining role in the world market was never 
faced realistically. 

An increased flow of tourists to Cuba, until 
the time of the first serious disorders in Cuba 
early in 1958, seemed to indicate that this po- 
tentially great Cuban industry was gaining. As 
a matter of fact, the statistics show clearly that 
Cuba was losing out in her share of Caribbean 
tourism to more energetic competitors and to 
countries which could offer a background of 
political freedom. Whereas Cuba’s share of 
the Caribbean travel market was 32% in 1951 it 
was reduced to 24% in 1958. Only the tre- 
mendous increase in Caribbean travel during this 
decade kept Cuba from showing an absolute de- 
cline in this important~phase of her economy. 

Here then was the drab economic picture of 

on Jan. 1, 1959. It was an appropriate 
corollary to the black pall of the police state 
tyranny. Every measure of the Revolutionary 
Government during the first six months of its 
life has been designed to combat the economic 
and social ills inherited from the dictatorship. 
Some of these measures have already proven ef- 
fective; others will take more time. The Cuban 
revolution does not aspire to a utopia; it does 
aspire to an economic and social climate in 
which every Cuban, regardless of his station at 
birth, will have an opportunity to take his right- 
ful "a in Cuban society and in the business 
world. 


Basic to the revolution is the agricultural 
reform program. It is designed to eliminate 
tenant farming and share-cropping by givin 
the man who works the land title to that land. 
It also involves the distribution of untilled 
lands, government land, and reclaimed land. The 
farmer will be given an opportunity to associate 
with production and distribution co-operatives. 
He will have the helping hand of the govern- 
wo in the creation om the protection of his 
market. 


The pitfalls of agricultural reform are well 
known to the economists of the Cuban govern- 
ment. Every effort will be made to give this 
newly-endowed farmer areas of economic siz¢ 
so that he can make a profit and not merely 
become a subsistence farmer. Every effort will 
be made to instill a pride of ip, a de- 
termination to make a far better life for him- 
calf and his family than he ‘has ever enjoyed

uba to become nearly self- 
sufficient in foodstuffs so that 
available foreign ex e may 
be dedicated to other The 
cultivation of rice, soybeans 
chick peas, many vegetables and 
fruits which are now imported 
in large quantity but which can 
be grown in Cuba, will be en- 
couraged thr 
of credit faciliti 
assistance, and tariff protec- 
tion. Wherever feasible, Cuban 
foods will be canned or frozen 
for distribution to all parts of 
the island and possibly for ex- 
port. 


In co-operation with the 
workers in industry, the 
Revolutionary Government will 
take every sound measure re- 
quired to put the famous Ha- 
vana tobacco back in its right- 
ful place in the world. It will 
encourage the growth of the 
“light” . tobaccos appropriate 
for the cigarettes favored in 
most of the world market. It 
will modernize the industry so 
that Cuba can compete with 
other nations whose machinery 
has placed them in a _ tem- 
porarily advantageous position 
over Cuba. 


The role of Cuba’s sugar in 
the world market cannot yet be 
accurately forecast. ig mar- 


ket is an uncertain one. The 
beet sugar indus is growi 
in many parts of the world 


many nations are attempting to 

ard scarce foreign exchange 
y going into the sugar indus- 
try themselves, regardless of 
how disadvantageous it may be 
from the standpoint of ce. 


The whole question of Cuba’s 
lace in the S. market and 
in the world market has to be 
carefully reviewed before a 
definite Cuban policy can be 
formulated. Already, however, 
the Revolutionary Government 
has proclaimed its intent to 
jealously 
improve the position of Cu 
sugar throughout the world. 
Sugar cane has frequently been 
called “the grass of Cuba.” On 
a pure cost basis, no other area 
can compete with a_ well- 
organized Cuban sugar-growing 
industry. Just as the U.S. takes 
advantage of its position as the 
“wheat granary” of the world, 
so Cuba will make full use of 
its nature-endowed advantages 
for production of sugar. 


But the mere growing of the 
same or even greater amount 
of sugar cane will not solve 
Cuba’s chronic seasonal unem- 
ployment problem—five months 
of work and seven of idleness. 
This problem is being attacked 
in two ways—crop diversifica- 
tion and the industrialization 
of the sugar industry. Some 
of the sugar plantations have 
provided land so that their 
workers may be partially em- 
ployed throughout the “dead 
season” in the cultivation and 
harvesting of fruits, vegetables 
and other crops. 


One phase of the sugar 
industrialization program calls 
for the greater utilization of 
bagasse—the waste residue of 


sugar cane after the cane has 


been crushed. Already bagasse 
is being utilized for the manu- 
facture of newsprint, man 
other forms of paper, wall- 
board, and furniture. 


Laboratory tests show that 
this fibrous material also can 
be utilized in the manufacture 
of many other products. The 
construction of bagasse utiliza- 
tion plants can do more than

The second major phase of 
the economic freedom program 
is industrialization. Cuba needs 
jobs for its steadily growing 

bor force and can no longer 
face with equanimity the sight 
of hundreds of thousands of 
unemployed while incoming 
ships are loaded with goods 
which can produced in 
Cuba 


Legislation favorable to new 
industries has been on the 
ks for many years, but its 
effects have not yet been fully 
felt simply because the tax and 
tariff benefits bestowed have 
been nullified by rampant cor- 
ruption. In the words of the 
ministry of the treasury of the 
Revolutionary Government, Dr. 
Rufo Lopez Fresquet, “What 
good does it do an investor to 
be ted certain tax and 
tariff benefits if any business 
concern could make a ‘deal’ 


with the tax collector and the 
customs inspector and get even 
greater benefits? Why should 


an individual or a firm invest 
in a new industry if he could 
bribe his way into an advan- 

eous position in an estab- 
lished and therefore less risky 
business?” 


Lopez Fresquet added, “We 
will collect all taxes fairly and 
honestly. We will make certain 
that where tax exemptions or 
tariff concessions are granted 
that the industrialist is able to 
take full advantage of. them. 
Every businessman will know 
that his competitors are paying 
taxes at the same rate, thus 
permitting the free play of 
efficient competition. rom 
now on, a businessman can 
project his costs, income, taxes 
and earnings without having to 
consider what his ‘extras’ may 
be in bribes and blackmail.” 


As an indication of the wel- 
come which foreign business 
will receive, Minister Lopez 
Fresquet has stated that “Our 
constitution guarantees that 
foreign capital will receive the 
same treatment as local capital. 
There is absolutely no indica- 
tion of any intent to change 
that provision of the constitu- 
tion. I believe that I have made 
clear to the business commu- 
nity our welcome to foreign 
firms. One of my first public 
statements was to reaffirm the 
legistation which permits 
foreign firms to set up their 
international operations here 


using Cuba as a ‘tax base coun- 
try.’ It is our hope that many 
companies will take advantage 
of this opportunity. We have 
in Cuba an excellent supply of 
intelligent, bilingual office per- 
sonnel. We enjoy excellent 
communication and transporta- 
tion with the United States. It 
would just make good sense for 
U. §S. firms who are on the 
point of setting up interna- 
tional operations outside the 
tax borders of the U. S. to in- 
vestigate the advantages which 
Cuba offers in this respect.” 


“Any interested investor,” 
said Lopez Fresquet “will find 
my door open. The staff at the 
Ministry of the Treasury will 
be pleased to have the oppor- 
tunity to help guide potential 
investors in their studies of the 
Cuban market and manufactur- 
ing potential. We are particu- 
larly anxious to receive those 
firms which will bring with 
them the technical knowledge 
of manufacturing processes 
which are not now known in 
Cuba. We welcome new invest- 
ments to produce goods which 
are either not made now in 
Cuba or made in insufficient 
quantities to supply the grow- 
ing Cuban market. That market 


will continue to grow numer- 


ically but will also grow by 
leaps and bounds in terms of 
purchasing power as the Revo- 
lutionary Government carries 
through its policies to incor- 
porate literally hundreds of 


thousands of Cubans who have 
heretofore lived on a subsist- 


ence level into economic assets 
of Cuba by arming them with 
purchasing power. 

Another essential step in the 
industrialization of Cuba will 
be the expansion of educational 
facilities. Not merely technical 
schools are required, although 
these will be built in large 
numbers. Even more. impor- 
tantly, a major goal of this 
government will be to provide 
basic education to all Cubans. 
As far back as 1951 the Inter- 
national Bank of Reconstruc- 
tion and Development in its 
exhaustive study of Cuba ex- 
pressed serious concern over 
lack of progress of the Cuban 
educational system. “The dis- 
turbing point is that Cuba 
seems to have made relatively 
little progress in basic educa- 
tion during the last two 


‘decades and in important re- 


spects, has even slipped back- 
wards,” the Bank’s report said. 


The problems of education 
which confront the Revolu- 
tionary Government are vast. 
They will be tackled by the 
construction of rural schools 
and the schedule calls for the 
completion of two such schools 
per day in the final months of 
1959. It will be met, in part, by 
the construction of giant 
“School Cities” in which as 
many as 20,000 children who 
otherwise would be deprived 
of an opportunity for education 
will be provided all the neces- 
sities of life along with an edu- 
cation to prepare them to be- 
come useful members of the 
community. The problems will 
also be met by the expansion 
of existing technical schools 
and the construction of new 
ones. The University of Ha- 
vana, which was closed for 
more than two years, is now 
open at long last in an atmos- 
phere of freedom and in plac 
of the $2 million budget 
previously was forced to op- 
erate under will receive $6%4 
million as required by the 
much-abused constitution. Cu- 
ban institutions of learning 
must and will turn out men and 
women intellectually competent 
to take their place in an in- 
creasingly complex economic 
world. 


Another major step in the 
Government’s program is the 
proposed tariff reform. It is 
estimated that it will take until 
about the end of 1959 to set the 
new tariff schedules which are 
being designed to provide pro- 
tection to domestic manufac- 
turers with the minimum effect 
of the cost of goods to con- 
sumers. It is most natural that 
this proposed step has been 
the subject of considerable

“We fully realize,” the min- 
ister continued, “that e are 
many things which we will not 
be able to produce econom- 
ically in Cuba and we will con- 
tinue to buy those in the U. S. 
and the world market. As a 
matter of fact, we are com- 
pletely confident that the over- 
all volume of U. S.-Cuban trade 
will increase rather than de- 
crease as a result of the 
measures we are now ing. 
You have the classic example 
of the greatest volume of inter- 
American trade taking place 
between the two most indus- 
trialized nations of hemi- 
sphere—the U. S. and Canada. 
Since Mexico has undertaken 
the industrialization of her 
economy the trade between the 
U. § Mexico also has in- 
creased. 


“What it boils down to, 
therefore, is that the nature of 
the trade will change. Instead 
of rice we will i t lathes; 
instead of canned fruits, trac- 
tors. As our national income 
increases you may be assured 
that so will the volume of our 
trade. Our people have always 
demonstrated a high propensity 
to consume whenever they had 
the wherewithal to make the 
purchase. We have no reason 
to believe that this propensity 
will be radically altered.” 


Another key to the eventual 
success of the industrialization 
program will reside in the abil- 
ity of Cuba to establish a capi- 
tal market of its own. In the 
words of Dr. Felipe Pazos, 

resident of Cuba's National 

ank, “Cuba will accept foreign 
aid if it is proffered and we 
may someday need it to get our 
economy in high gear. How- 
ever, our eventual goal is not 
to be a parasite living off a 
more prosperous community 
but to generate our own capital 
funds. e want to make Cu- 
bans with money consider Cuba 
as the best possible place to in- 
vest. Historically there has al- 
ways been a flow of Cuban 
capital to markets which were 
considered sounder. We intend 
to reverse this trend.” 

According to Dr. Pazos, 

r policy will be aimed at 
putting Cuban savings to work 
in Cuba. A higher income level, 
along with relatively low in- 
come taxes at the lower levels, 
will permit many rsons to 
save who heretofore were 
never able to do so. We will 

e it possible to channel 
these savings into investment. 
At the same time we are work- 
ing on the creation of a Cuban 
stock market which will make 
securities of Cuban corpora- 
tions readily available. Hereto- 
fore such a et could not

“Our banking system is 
strong,” Dr. Pazos declared, 
“and it is gratifying to note 
the increasing strength of the 
Cuban commercial banks as 
compared to the foreign banks 
which traditionally have domi- 
nated the banking scene in 

In an absolute sense, the 
foreign banks also have con- 
tinued to grow, but propor- 
tionately their share of total 
deposits and total transactions 
has declined. We view our 
banking system as one of the 
major assets of our economy 
and as an important source of 
funds for new industrial devel- 
opment as well as for agricul- 
tural development.” 


The third major facet of the 
economic reform program is 
the development of the tourist 
industry. Dr. Castro has as- 
serted that it could one day re- 
place sugar as the major source 
of Cuban income. In the past 
tourism grew gradually and 
slowly but, because it was 
neglected by a series of gov- 
ernments, the relative impor- 
tance of Cuba in the Caribbean 
declined.

They 
are aware, and have so repeat- 
edly stated, that a communist 
state in Cuba would be no im- 
provement over the tyrannies 
from which Cuba has suffered 
in the past. Americans may be 
assured that the leaders of this 
Cuban revolution are deter- 
mined that the end result of 
their revolution shall not be 
the exchange of one form of 
slavery for another. 

Cuba is and intends to re- 
main a democratic country op- 
erating under the free enter- 
prise system. Cuba has no in- 
tention of aping exactly the 
U. S. capitalistic system be- 


‘cause some elements of that 


system are not applicable to 
Cuba. But the tradition of in- 
dividual liberty combined with 
individual initiative in the busi- 
ness world is strong in Cuba 
and will not be easily over- 


thrown. 


Today there is a great surge 
of patriotism in Cuba which 
bodes well for the future of 
the country in view of the tre- 
mendous problems which it 
faces now and which it will 
confront during the next few 
years. In this period of trial, 
when men are trying to do the 
almost superhuman, an under- 
standing on the part of Amer- 
ica as to what Cuba was, what 
it is today, and where its lead- 
ers are endeavoring to take it, 
is essential. Americans are 
naturally concerned about what 
is going on in Cuba; they have 
a right to know what is taking 
place in the land of a neigh- 
bor only 90 miles away.

The Treasury Ministry's “Operation Honesty” has paid big 
dividends. Recognizing that many Cuban firms and individuals - 
had been either evading or “paying off" the tax collector, the 
Ministry was responsible for the passage of the now famous 
Law 40. Its terms: Since many firms and individuals had delib- 
erately failed to pay their taxes because they were re- 
luctant to turn over money to the corrupt dictatorship, all would 
be forgiven if they would pay up—one-half of the stipulated taxes 
for 1956 and 1957 and all that was due for 1958. The results: 
Almost $100 million of additional revenue. Law 40 was drama- 
tized by a series of advertisements such as the above which were 
published by all Cuban newspapers. The theme was “Hon- 
radez con Honradez se Paga” or "Honesty With 
Honesty Is Paid." In other words, "You be honest with us; we 
are honest with you." 


Cuba’s Tax 
Slate Clean 


“Por thase who have the 
vision I say cast an eye south- 
ward, for there a new nation 
is emerging. Give us a little 
time; give us a little under- 
standing; perhaps lend us a 
few of your tools and, before 
you know it, with the help of 
God, we will make of Cuba a 
nation you will want as a cus- 
tomer, a nation you will be 
glad to have as a friend, a na- 
tion you will be proud to call 
your neighbor.” 

With these words Finance 
Minister Rufo Lopez Fresquet 
recently concluded a speech to 
an audience of U.S. business- 
men. His phrases epitomize 
the true spirit of the Cuban 
Revolution; they re-emphasize 
the sweeping scale of the revo- 
lution and, at the same time, 
they serve to reassert Cuba’s 
desire to be a good neighbor 
enjoying with the United States 
a mutually profitable economic 
interchange. 


Giving meaning to these 
words is the complete tax re- 
vision program which has been 
approved by the Cuban cabinet. 
Minister Lopez Fresquet has 
wiped the tax slate clean. 


The new tax laws go into 
effect on July 1, 1959. For the 
first time in Cuban history 
both individuals and corpora- 
tions will be operating under 
an easily understandable tax 
structure designed to stimulate 
savings and investment and to 
channel them into those pro- 
ductive enterprises which will 
do most to solve the basic im- 
balance of the present one- 
crop Cuban economy. 


The new tax law is frankly 
designed to utilize the power 
of taxation to stimulate the 
economic development of the 
country by encouraging new 
industry and increased domes- 
tic production. This objective 
has necessarily been coordi- 
nated with the necessity of 
producing revenues sufficient 
to carry out the nation’s fiscal 
program. Thus the burden of 
the tax system will fall heavi- 
est upon those economic activi- 
ties which are deemed to be of 
the least importance to the 
overall welfare of the Cuban 
people. 


Most welcome of all the pro- 
visions of the new tax law is 
the complete elimination of 
more than 125 taxes. Instead 
of a conglomeration of more 
than 150 different taxes—some 
of them working at cross-pur- 
poses— there remain only 20 
clearly defined taxes. Each of 
the taxes is designed with 4 
specific economic goal in mind, 
and, taken together, will stimu- 
late the Cuban economy to 
move in those directions 


deemed essential to the welfare 
of Cuba by the Revolutionary 
Government. 

Only a revolution could have 
made such a sweeping tax re- 
form possible. Economists and 
politicians of every democratic 
nation appreciate how difficult 
it is to remove a tax once it 
has been levied. Every “special 
purpose” tax creates some 
“vested interests” in its wake 
and these interests are quick to 
defend themselves against any 
change which might weaken 
their relatively favored posi- 
tion. In Cuba, just as in the 
United States, a broad tax re- 
form has long been dreamed 
and talked about. The Cuban 
Revolution has made this high- 
ly desirable reform possible. 
The new tax struture is con- 
sistent within itself and free 
of the anomalies inherent in a 
hodge - podge, growed-lik e- 
Topsy, tax system. 

From the standpoint of the 
individual Cuban taxpayer the 
most important change is that 
income taxes do not apply to 
the first $2400 of income as 
compared to the $1000 exemp- 
tion granted by the previous 
personal income tax law. The 
purpose of the increased ex- 
emption is both social and eco- 
nomic. It is designed to reduce 
the burden on the lowest in- 
come group, while at the same 
time putting additional pur- 
chasing power in its hands. 

The higher exemption also is 
expected to encourage the 
lower income groups to save 
and, for the first time, make a 
contribution to the capital 
funds available for new invest- 
ment. Another feature new in 
Cuba, but not in the U.S., are 
further exemptions of $600 for 
each dependent. The lack of 
this type of exemption pre- 
viously made the income tax 
particularly burdensome to the 
breadwinners of large families. 


Contributions to. charities or 
religious or educational insti- 
tutions are totally exempt (as 
is the income of such organiza- 
tions). Interest received from 
savings accounts is exempt as 
long as the total in the ac- 
count is not over $5000 and a 
sliding scale is applied to in- 
terest received from loans de- 
pending on the nature of the 
loan (favoring these granted 
without security and_ those 
loans made for the purpose of 
agricultural or industrial de- 
velopment). 

Unusual feature of the entire 
tax law is that it permits both 
individuals and corporations to 
make their tax payments di- 
rectly through their own bank 
instead of at the Treasury Min- 
istry. Thus, another long-time

Even the best informed can 
only roughly estimate the ef- 


fects the new law will have on. 


revenues derived from the per- 
sonal and corporate income 
taxes. The sad truth is that in 
the past there was widespread 
evasion of these taxes. And 
of those who paid, many evaded 
the full weight of these taxes 
through “arrangements” with 
revenue agents. 


Compared to the level of the 
U.S. income tax, the Cuban 
rates remain quite low. Start- 
ing at one per cent, the rate 
up to $4800 of taxable income 
is only 2%; from $4800 to 
$7200, 4% ; from $7200 to $9600, 
6%; from $9600 to $12,000, 8%; 
from $12,000 to $24,000, 12%, 
up to a maximum of 50% on 
incomes of over $1,000,000. 
Thus savings and investment is 
encouraged at every income 
level. 


Business firms will pay prof- 
it taxes at the basic rate of 
40% (as compared to 52% in 
the U.S.) but this basic tax can 
be substantially reduced by 
those firms which meet certain 
specific requirements aimed at 
broadening! thie: base of the 
Cuban economy and channeling 
funds into productive invest- 
ments. 


The 40% rate is cut in half 
on the first $25,000 of profits 
as encouragement to small 
firms and to those just getting 
underway. 


A 25% reduction is granted 
to all manufacturing firms (ex- 
cept those in the sugar indus- 
try), agricultural enterprises, 
cattle rasing, and mining and 
fishing enterprises. 


A 25% reduction for manu- 
facturing and fishing enter- 
prises located outside of the 
province of Havana. (Excepted 
are the municipalities of Bata- 
bano and the Isle of Pines 
which, while in Havana prov- 
ince are relatively undeveloped 
and where the discount will be 
applied). The purpose of this 
provision is immediately clear 
to anyone familiar with the in- 
dustrial concentration around 


Havana and the relative dearth 
of industrial enterprises in oth- 


er parts of the Republic. This 
concentration is not unique to 
Cuba. Many of. the nations of 
Latin America suffer from a 
top heavy urban concentration 
in the capital city. Such con- 
centrations inevitably produce 
an imbalance in the economy 
reflected most clearly in the 
wide variance in the standard 
of living between the favored 
urban area and the rest of the 
country. 


The rationalization of this 
deliberate effort to spread in- 
dustry throughout the nation 
is that while the lesser devel- 
oped areas will be able to raise 
the rhythm of their industrial 
and commercial activities: and 


therefore the standard of liv- 
ing of their population, the city 
of Havana, as the political and 
financial capital of the country, 
also will profit. Increased con- 
sumption in the provinces will 
be reflected in growth of es- 
tablished commercial and in- 
dustrial activities in the capital. 


One thing is certain, the dis- 
tribution of industry through- 
out the nation, with a subse- 
quent equalization of the stand- 
ard of living, will serve as the 
basis for the political tranquil- 
ity which democracy requires. 
The history of political dis- 
turbances, not only in Cuba but 
throughout Latin America, ié 
that of neglected rural areas 
rebelling against the inequities 
— economic and political — 
which exist between the ne- 
glected areas and dominating 
capital cities. 

Other outstanding features 
of the new profits tax are the 
right to accelerated deprecia- 
tion and the establishment of 
the “carry-over” principle 
whereby losses incurred in 
bad years can be carried for- 
ward to reduce taxes in subse- 
quent, profitable years. As in- 
terpreted in the new law, busi- 
ness firms will have the right 
of depreciating the entire cost 
of an addition to its productive 
capacity in a single tax year. 
It is believed that this pro- 
vision will greatly stimulate 
existing business to undertake 
new capital investments the 
moment they foresee a market 
potential for their product. 


Article 30 of the tax law has 
been hailed by Cuban business 
interests as the best encourage- 
ment to new investment yet 
formulated by any Cuban gov- 
ernment. It provides a 50% re- 
duction in the profits tax to 
firms setting aside profits in 
their own special funds to be 
known as “Investments for the 
National Interest.” With the 
approval of the Ministry of the 
Treasury, any firm may set 
aside a part or all of its earn- 
ings (retaining them in its own 
accounts) and will receive the 
tax discount. If it should be 
decided by the firm at a later 
date that it will not make the 
approved investment, then, and 
only then, will these profits be- 
come. taxable at the regular 
rate. Granted the proven en- 
thusiasm of the Cuban busi- 
nessman for expansion, it is be- 
lieved that this provision will 
be the source of many new in- 
vestments. The criterion of the 
Treasury Ministry in approv- 
ing proposed investments will 
be their potential contribution 


' to the Cuban economy from the 


standpoint of jobs created and 
the benefits to the economy as 
a whole. 


In addition to the stimulus 
to new investment offered un- 
der the new corporate profits 
tax law, the rates are lower 
than those under the previous 
law. Also, the taxes on invest- 


ed capital and the excess prof- 
its tax have been completely 
eliminated. Business firms in 
Cuba will benefit greatly from 
the reform not only through 
the content of the new law but 
also because they will have the 
assurance that this tax will be 
honestly applied and honestly 
collected. Every businessman 
will know that his competitors 
will be paying at exactly the 
same rate. He will be able to 
calculate and project his tax 
costs with complete confidence, 
something he could not do in 
the past. 


Under the new tax code the 
gross income tax has been com- 
pletely eliminated as well as 
the former sales tax. The new 
law establishes a sales tax of 
varying percentages on con- 
sumer goods and capital goods. 
To avoid any semblance of 
double taxation it provides that 
the tax is payable only on the 
value added to the product and 
not, as previously, on the total 
value of the product. Books, 
newspapers, and magazines are 
totally exempt, while the tax 
rates established provide for 
lower taxes on essential con- 
sumer goods and considerably 
higher taxes on luxury goods. 
As still another encouragement 
to industrialization, tax rates 
on capital goods are substan- 
tially lower than those for con- 
sumer articles. 


Another provision of the new 
sales tax is a 30% reduction of 
the tax when the product is of 
Cuban facture—one more 
incentive to encourage Cuban 
production for the Cuban mar- 
ket. 


Taking place simultaneously 
with the tax reform is its cor- 
ollary, fiscal reform. The fis- 
cal policy of the government, 
an essential element in the 
management of the economic 
machinery of the nation, is be- 
ing completely overhauled. 
Thus, tax revision will take 
care of the income side of the 
question, while the new fiscal 
policy, operating through the 
public budget, will take care 
of the spending side. 


For the first time in Cuban 
history, public expenses will 
have definite aims and ends. 
Some will have an immediate, 
short-range objective such as 
those required to pull Cuba out 
of its recession. Others, which 
are even more important, look 
towards medium and long 
range goals. Among these are 
the setting up of priorities in 
the allocation of resources, the 
most efficient use of funds, 
and the co-ordination of public 
functions for the attainment of 
planned objectives. 


Tariff reform ranks high on 
the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment’s program. The revision 
now underway is the first since 
1927 and will be designed to 
provide “effective but not ex- 
cessive” protection to Cuban 


industrial and agricultural en- 
terprises. The new tariff code 
is scheduled to take effect on 
Jan. 1, 1960. 


In discussing what is bound 
to be a controversial issue, 
Finance Minister Lopez Fres- 
quet has declared, “Not that 
we seek the chimera of self 
sufficiency or autarchy, for 
this is sheer economic non- 
sense. However, we must have 
a tariff that will permit us to 
diversify our production and 
break away, once and for all, 
from the tragic stranglehold of 
a one crop (sugar) economy. 
The truth of the matter is that 
while most nations have been 
in position to bargain in in- 
ternational agreements for 
more favorable treatment in 
their commercial relations be- 
cause they had room to “give 
and take,” we, in this respect, 
have been defenseless. We had 
only one thing to give and 
many to take.” 


In further assurance to ob- 
servers of the Cuban economic 
scene, Finance Minister Lopez 
Fresquet has also gone on rec- 
ord with the statement—“We 
aim to industrialize our coun- 
try and to develop therein all 
types of sound productive ac- 
tivities. Capital seeking invest- 
ment under these conditions 
will have every guarantee. We 
are banking upon private cap- 
ital, both domestic and for- 
eign, to carry the lion’s share 
of this task for we are great 
believers in the free enterprise 
system with a minimum of 
governmental interference. It 
is ludicrous to see how some 
misinformed newspapers and 
some maliciously inspired 
propaganda try to pin on 
Cuba’s new Government the 
ugly tag of communism. 


True, we do not go about 
clobbering communists on the 
head; we prefer to do some- 
thing more important—we are 
stamping out their breeding 
grounds—want, hunger, and in- 
security. 


“In Cuba there are roughly 
some 700,000 persons chronical- 
ly unemployed. This is more 
than 10% of our total popula- 
tion. With no unemployment 
insurance need I ask what 
would happen in the United 
States if ‘there were 18 million 
jobless? 


“Side by side with this trag- 
edy there are millions of acres 
of untilled land or land inef- 
ficiently cultivated. On top of 
this economic absurdity, this 
sort of Alice-in-Wonderland 
economics, Cuba every year has 
been importing over 150 mil- 
lion dollars worth of food and 
fiber which could be grown on 
that idle land with those idle 
hands. 


“To correct this absurd sit- 
uation is the purpose of the 
Cuban Revolution—it is the 
very spirit and essence of our 
Revolution.”

These figures are not pulled 
from the air to back up the 
pocttion of the Revolutionary 

They are all fi 
ures compiled and released fa 
earlier years by official enti- 
ties of governments who chose 
to ignore their tragic signifi- - 
cance. 

Only time can tell whether 
remedies applied by the Revo- 
lutionary Government will be 
effective in producing the so- 
cial and economic betterments 
desired. No two economies are 
exactly alike and therefore no 
two will respond to the same 
stimuli in exactly the same 
manner. There will necessarily 
be a period of trial and error 
before share cropping and 
tenant farming are completely 
supplanted. The officials in 
charge of the agrarian reform 
program, however, insist that 
their work will not be done un- 
til “the man who puts his sweat 
and labor into the land be- 
comes the owner of the land.”

Havana has long been renowned as one of the gayest cities of the world and 
not even the sweeping revolution of earlier this year has changed it. On the con- 
trary, Cubans once fearful of venturing onto the streets after nightfall are now 
out in numbers reviving the spontaneous gaiety that is the trademark of Cuba. 
The atmosphere of the police state has vanished and the natural Latin exhuber- 
ance has again come to the fore. 


Once upon a time Cubans were wringing their hands, lamenting that the tour- 
ist business could not grow because there were not enough first class hotels. 
That, too, is history. In addition to the famous Hotel Nacional on Havana's 
broad Malecon, the modestly affluent tourist can take his choice of the towering 
Habana-Hilton, the Hotel Capri, the Vedado, or the Havana Riviera, just a 
stone’s throw away from the blue waters of the Straits of Florida. For he who 


has to count his pesos carefully there is the new Deauville, also on the Malecon, 
the venerable Sevilla-Biltmore on the Prado—Havana’s main street, and such 


_comfortable vintage establishments as the Presidente, Ambos Mundos (where 


Hemingway wrote “Farewell to Arms”), the Cari 
others. 


Night life in Havana stumbled through the revolution and then quickly re- 
sumed its traditional pace. The Tropicana, world’s largest night club, is in full 
swing and each of the major hotels offers shows which for choreography, music, 
and costuming have no apologies to make to Broadway or Fifty-Second Street. 


Those famous restaurantse—La Floridita, La Zaragozana, El Centro Vasco, Le 
Vendome, Monseigneur, Eden Roc, 21 Club, the Mandarin, and the supper clubs 
in the hotels are al] back in operation and offering a fine selection of Cuban and 
American foods. A newly formed restaurant association is keeping careful watch 
to assure the visitor the best in quality and equality of price. 


In other words, Havana is very much its old self, ready to rewelcome the visi- 
tors of other years, and prepared to unroll the red carpet for those embarking on 
their first voyage to one of the most cosmopolitan cities of the Americas. 


While Havana is Cuba, Cuba is not just Havana. This tropical island extends 
for almost 800 miles east and west throu Gulf of Mexico and into the At- 
lantic. ~He who has seen no more than Havana has only the barest intro- 
duction to Cuba—and this island is worth far more than a mere introduction. 


Take the Isle of Pines, for example. This island, lying 75 miles and $7.60 
(plane fare) south of Havana combines exhuberant natural beauty with the acme

of rest and relaxation. It is quiet and serene. The population is small. The air 
is filled with the sweet scent of orange and grapefruit groves. Occasionally comes 
the dulled echo of shotgun fire as hunters test the truth of the claim that here 
is about the best quail hunting in the world. Ted Williams set a world record 
catch for bonefish here and old-timers will tell the visitor how the pirates used 
the Isle as a base of operations inspiring Robert Louis Stevenson to use it as 
his model for “Treasure Island.” Driving over highways paved with marble is 
another treat in store for the Isle of Pines visitor. 


Or take Varadero Beach, for another example of Cuba Turistica. The “Blue 
Beach” is a bustling seaside resort with new hotels and apartment buildings fast- 
filling the five-mile beach. The deep, broad sands and blue waters of Varadero 
provide top-quality bathing, skin-diving, deep sea fishing, spear-fishing, shell 
collecting, and water skiing for the energetic and lots of warm tropic sunshine 
for those in search of pure relaxation. Varadero is destined to become one of 
the world’s famous beaches. For the family in search of fun and excitement or 
rest for each of its members, in accord with his personal inclinations, Varadero 
Beach has no peer. In summer it is crowded with Cubans and advance reserva- 
tions are required; for the other nine months of the year there is no shortage of 
accommodations with prices ranging from $3 per day to $33, depending on the 
degree of luxury desired. 


From the vantage point of 1959 the visitor to Cuba can almost literally trans- 
fer himself into centuries past. The place to carry out this retrogression is 
Trinidad de Cuba—the city on the south coast whose days of colonial splendor 
still survive, tarnished by time and neglect, but still authentic. A large area of 
present-day Trinidad is a living treasure for the historian, the architect, or the 
lay student who simply appreciates the glories of another day. Cobblestoned 
streets lead past decayed mansions and palaces whose iron grillwork has rusted 
only slightly under the neglect of the past 160 years. Great beamed ceilings, 
marble staircases, fantastically ornate chandeliers, and faded wall paintings be- 
speak a past of splendor and wealth. The remarkable thing is that most of these 
centuries-old buildings are still lived in today; their patios are still filled with 
flowers; the stain glassed windows, brought so precariously under sail from 
Italy or Spain, are still carefully washed daily. A visit to Trinidad is an entire 
university course in Spanish Colonial history—brief but unforgettable.

Or pay a visit to Santiago de Cuba, the heroic city which suffered most from 
the recent revolution of which it was the spiritual heart and strongest practical 
support. To many visitors, Santiago is a reminder of San Francisco. It’s situ- 
ated on hills overlooking an almost land-locked harbor. There's no Golden Gate 
Bridge as yet, but there is the Morro Castle, one of the oldest defense works 
of the Americas, and the visitor can spend a full half day or longer exploring 
its thick stone walls, dungeons, lookout posts, and the whole series of caves 
which served as quarters for troops in those hectic days when every strange sail. 
foretold a pirate or French or English attack. 

Of particular interest to Americans is San Juan hill from whose summit Teddy 
Roosevelt rode straight on to the presidency of the United States. Here also is 
the “Peace Tree” surrounded by an iron grill fence studded with heavy iron 
plaques on which are inscribed the names of those Cubans and Americans who, 
fighting side by side, finally won Cuban independence from Spain. Here also, 
in the calm waters of the Bay, is where Hobson sank the Merrimac in a valiant 
but unsuccessful effort to bottle up the Spanish fleet. 

The Bacardi Municipal Museum of Santiago. is open to the public, as is the 
distillery which carries the name of this famous Santiago family around the 
world. 

Just 12 miles away from Santiago is the El Cobre shrine dedicated to the 
Virgin of Charity, patroness of Cuba, and nearby are the remnants of mines said 
to be the first copper mines ever worked by white men in the Western Hemis- 
phere. Near here, also, is the Sierra Maestra—the jungle-clad mountains whefé 
Cuba’s recent revolution was born and nurtured. 

From Santiago to Havana and on to Pinar del Rio in the west leads the Cen- 
tral Highway, a well paved, 700-mile road penetrating the heartland of Cuba. 
The tree-shaded highway skirts vast fields of sugar cane punctuated by the tall 
smoke stacks of the sugar grinding mills; passes broad pastures dominated by 
the ever-present royal palms; circles limestone mountains, and provides quick 
intimate glimpses into hundreds of Cuban homes in the country, small somnolent 
villages, and crowded cities. Here along the Central Highway is the true picture 
of Cuba which, as Christopher Columbus wrote to the King of Spain, is “the 
fairest land that human eyes have ever seen.”

Nearly 90 per cent of the electric power of Cuba is pro- 
duced by the Com a Cubana de Electricidad, associated with 
the American and Forei Power Company system and with 
important holdings in the ds of the Cu public. Organized 
‘in 1927 by the merger and purchase of a series of independent 
power companies which were unable to ovide satisfactory 
service for the expanding Cuban economy, this public utility has 
been one of the fastest growing in the Americas. 

During the decade between 1949 and 1958 Cia. Cubana made 
new investments in power plants, transmission lines and other 
facilities totaling more than 179 million dollars. During the 
same period generating capacity almost tripled, climbing from 
163,600 kilowatts in 1949 to 429,900 a decade later. 

Even that rapid rate of growth will be eclipsed under the com- 
pany’s present development plan now under way. Scheduled 
expenditures in new plant and equipment for the period 1958 


through 1962 are $177 million, or an average of $35.4 million per | 


year. By December 1962 the com 
generating capacity totaling 724, 
over December 1958.

Two additional generating units are scheduled in the expan- 
sion program to be bongs in service this year: one 66,000 Kw 
unit in the Tallapiedra Steam Plant in Havana and one 18,000 
Kw unit in the Vicente Steam Plant in Camaguey, in Central 
Cuba. Other additions to major generating plants on which con- 
struction is already under way are a 66,000 Kw unit in Regla, 
also in the Havana metropolitan area; a 36,000 Kw unit in 
Matanzas, and a 12,000 Kw unit in Santiago. A completely new 
steam plant is being built in Boqueron, Oriente Province with 
initial capacity of 24,000 Kw. is plant will furnish service 
to the U.S. Naval Base in Guantanamo and will have enough 
excess capacity to serve the surrounding area. 

The company has revealed that its system-wide peak load 
during 1958 reached 337,500 kilowatts. By raising total generat- 
ing capacity to 724,000 kilowatts by the end of 1962 the company 
4s confident that it can amply supply the power required by the 
Revolutionary Government’s ambitious industrialization and 
agricultural a gy agg programs.

BUILDING FOR CUBA 


With 200 rural schools scheduled for com- 
pletion in the month of September alone and 
literally hundreds of kilometers of new road 
expected to be serviceable even before, Cuba is 
embarked on the biggest public works program 
in her history. 


The public works program is designed to pro- 
vide work for tens of thousands of Cuba’s 
chronically and seasonally unemployed. More 
importantly for the lohg run, however, it’s de- 
signed to provide the facilities which are es- 
sential if the Cuban economy is to be a vigorous 
and healthy one. 


Schools and roads are the first big targets, 
but programs already underway include every- 
thing from a big hydroelectric power project 
to the publication of soil maps and ecological 
studies. Hospitals have been given priority, 
while drainage and land rehabilitation projects, 
reforestation, rural electrification, water supply, 
and sewage. disposal projects all have a place 
in the program, which will take 10 years to 
complete and whose cost will be in the hundreds 
of millions of pesos. 

Long before he came to power Dr. Fidel 
Castro from his mountain hideout was pounding 
home to his fellow Cubans the fact that the 
poverty of the guajiros—the country people— 
of Oriente province was almost beyond belief. 
Naturally enough, therefore, a great deal of the 
early emphasis will be placed on the public 
works program for that Province. Of the first 
200 new rural schools to be built 80 will be in 
Oriente, with the balance divided among the 
other five provinces. Two hundred and fifty 
miles of new access (farm to market) roads are 
scheduled for early completion and work is 
scheduled to start soon on nine highways with 
a.total mileage of 320 kilometers, 

Public works programs are nothing new for 
Cuba. They have been resorted to in the past, 
partly to keep the economy going and partly as 
the easiest way for the “politicos” to get rich 
fast. This public works program is different. 
Every building, bridge, mile of highway, or 


sewage disposal project is well advertised and 
thrown epen to competitive bidding. In every 
case the contract is awarded to the lowest bid- 
der who has provided the required evidence of 
his financial responsibility and his access to the 
equipment required. The only ones who will 
receive more than a nominal profit as these 
many millions are spent will be the Cuban 
people. 

Another distinguishing feature of this public 
works program is that it includes the comple- 
tion of all the projects underway when the 
Revolutionary Government came to power on 
Jan. 1, 1959. It had almost become a habit for 
previous Cuban governments to fail to complete 
the projects undertaken by the earlier adminis- 
tration so as not to give credit to political op- 
ponents. Taking a more rational view the Revo- 
lutionary Government has decided that these 
partially-completed public works projects—some 
of them fabulously expensive—are the property 
of the Cuban people and will be made to serve 
those people. 

Thus the elaborate new buildings in Havana’s 
Plaza de la Republica— civic center —are all 
being completed and some of them will be oc- 
cupied shortly. These include a National Thea- 
tre, the imposing obelisk monument to Jose 
Marti, a great new City Hall, and several others. 

Similarly, the Via Blanca (White Way) High- 
way whose construction has already consumed 
several years and many more millions of doilars 
than can be readily accounted for, is being 
rushed to completion. Linking Havana and 
Varadero, it easily ranks as one of the great 
scenic highways of the Americas and its com- 
pletion is bound to be a boon to the tourist 
business. A new tunnel under the Almendares 
River designed to speed the capital’s growing 
volume of traffic has been recently opened and 
the extension of the Malecon—Havana’s famed 
seaside drive is already finished. 

Also scheduled for early completion is a 525- 
bed hospital in. Santiago de Cuba. Work on 
eight other large and sorely needed hospitals 
had been paralyzed and workers are now busy

putting all of them in shape to 
receive their first patients. 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
of all the projects now under- 
way is that of draining the 
huge Zapata Swamp which cov- 
ers a large area of the south 
coast of Cuba. The drainage 
project encompasses an area of 
almost half a million acres. In 
accordance with the plans 
drawn up by an engineering 
commission contracted in Hol- 
land, the drainage and restora- 
tion will be done in sections. 
Work on the first 68,000 acres 
is already underway and sched- 
uled for completion in one 
year at a cost of $5,000,000. 

The entire Zapata plan and 
schedule for the completion of 
the various sections is expected 
to be ready within a period of 
five months. At present a dike 
is being constructed around the 
68,000-acre tract and work has 
begun on the network of inter- 
secting and secondary canals 
which, after serving’ their 
drainage function, will provide 
a gtavity irrigation system for 
the entire area. While the lands 
may be adopted to a wide va- 
riety of crops it seems likely 
that most of the reclaimed land 
will be dedicated to the culti- 
vation of rice—a product now 
imported in considerable quan- 
tities by Cuba. 

Meanwhile, experts are study- 
ing the peat which exists in 
large quantities in Zapata 
Swamp to determine its suita- 
bility as a fuel, as a component 
in an organic fertilizer, and as 
a reagent in the production of 
sponge iron—one of the indus- 
trial products which the gov- 
ernment is anxious to see pro- 
duced within Cuba. A $350,000 
pilot plant for the trial man- 
facture of sponge rubber is on 
the drawing boards and ex- 
pected to be in operation by 
the end of 1959. 

Another large-scale project 
which remains in the study 
stage as yet is the Guantanamo 
Valley Development project. 
The tentative plan envisions 


- 


the harnessing of the waters 
of the four major streams of 
the valley to provide an ade- 
quate supply of water for the 
cities of Santiago de Cuba and 
Guantanamo as well as for the 
production of hydroelectric 
power which would make pos- 
sible the industrialization of 
the area. Preliminary plans call 
for a 60,000 Kw power plant. 

The cabinet has already 
voted a credit of $3,500,000 to 
finance final studies and con- 
struction for rural electrifica- 
tion projects in seven widely- 
scattered zone and rural elec- 
trification has been placed high 
on the government’s program 
of aid to the farmer. 

Other major expenditures in 
the public works program will 
be to build the facilities re- 
quired for a large number of 
agricultural and commercial 
fishing cooperatives. Twenty 
agricultural “co-ops” are 
planned for 1959 and to estab- 
lish them and 15 fishing co- 
operatives, the government has 
set aside $2 million. 

Food canning, refrigeration 
and milk pasteurization plants 
are also on the construction 
agenda for which public works 
assistance will be required. 

While much of the work now 
underway or scheduled to get 
underway shortly — less than 
six months after the Revolu- 
tionary Government came to 
power—is being done on the 
basis of quickly formulated 
plans, the overall public works 
program calls for the many 
surveys, studies, and analyses 
which are required for long 
range planning. 

One of the most important 
of these will be Cuba’s first 
complete and accurate land 
survey. It will start off with 
a civil survey aimed at com- 
piling for the first time in 
Cuban history a complete tax 
list of all property in the Re- 
public. From there the survey 
will go on to compile full and 
accurate descriptions of all the 
landholdings of the nation. 


Not even the best qualified 
Cuban economist will hazard 
a guess as to what effect this 
will have on tax collections. 
One thing certain is that tens 
of thousands who have never 
before paid taxes will find 
their names on the tax rolls 
and the Treasury will be the 
possessor of many more mil- 
lions than it has ever pre- 
viously received. 

Large scale plans will be 
made for all cities of more 
than 1000 population to pro- 
vide topographic data for the 
Ministry of Public Works. A 
Geodetic Survey group is al- 
ready at work in the Sierra 
Maestra, the Zapata Swamp, 
and in the cities of Santiago 
and Havana. A_ schedule of 
four years has been set for the 
completion of Cuba’s first Geo- 


logic Map at a cost of $1,400,- ° 


000 and geophysical studies are 
scheduled for those areas 
which appear to offer the 
greatest promise for the dis- 


covery of oil and minerals. Soil 
maps and ecological studies 
are also planned for the entire 
nation and work has already 
begun in three areas. 

While the urgency behind 
the vast public works program 
already underway is the neces- 
sity of putting tens of thou- 
sands of unemployed at work, 
there isn’t a “make-work” proj- 
ect in the whole program. 
Every program is designed to 
be of long-run benefit to Cuba, 
of alleviating one or more of 
the acute problems which have 
kept the Cuban economy off 
balance for so many decades 
thus destroying any possibility 
of political or social equilib- 
rium. 

Heading up this vast public 
works program is young engi- 
neer Manuel Ray, a graduate of 
the Engineering School of the 
University of Havana, and 
well-known and respected for 
his engineering capabilities. be- 
fore he was named to head the 


in September and building plans call for the completion of two schools per day 
during the following six months. 


Ministry of Public Worka « 
bold revolutionary, Ray headed 
the Civic Resistance movement 
in Havana and had several 
thousand revolutionaries ready 
to carry out his every com- 
mand aimed at making the posi- 
tion of Batista untenable. 

As Minister of Public Works, 
Engineer Ray has direct re- 
sponsibility for several techni- 
cal commissions charged with 
carrying out the studies essen- 
tial to a productive public 
works program. Among these 
are the National Commission 
of Water Supply and Sewage, 
the National Development 
Commission, and the National 
Planning Board. His task is a 
huge one and to help carry it 
out he has formed a team com- 
prised of both experienced 
practitioners of architecture, 
engineering, and geology, and 
young revolutionaries who are 
lending an enthusiasm and 
vigor to their work as seldom 
before seen by people of Cuba.

T WAS REAL! I was looking at it with my very own 
eyes, yet it seemed altogether incredible. 

Outlined against saw-toothed mountains and man- 
tled in a heavy Alaskan silence, it stood at the west end 
of the Yukon Territory's Lake Bennett —the most won- 
derful church I have ever seen. 

We had left Skagway—‘“where the railway meets 
the sea” —and started up the steep mountains on the 
sturdy, narrow-gauge railroad for Whitehorse. After 
crossing the Continental Divide, our train stopped at 
Lake Bennett, 41 miles from Skagway. Together with 

-the panting locomotive, the traveler gladly accepted 
the chance to catch his breath. 

Lake Bennett, nearly 30 miles long, fascinated me. 
I felt a deep urge to explore as much of the shore line 
as I could. I had covered about a third of a mile to the 
west when, coming around a sharp bend, I saw a sight 
that made my heart leap. 

There was the church. Bathed in a grandeur 
uniquely its own, it stood silhouetted against the 
crystal-clear northern sky. 

Big? No, it was not remarkable for size or propor- 
tions. Thousands of church edifices are larger and 

‘ much more pretentious. 

Beautiful? The old church in that desolated, almost 
uninhabited Yukon area is in a bad state of repair; 
within 50 years it will be a mass of shapeless ruins. 

A large congregation? The only congregation is

made up of birds who nest and raise their young on the 
walls of the abandoned sanctuary. 

Swelling organ music? Its*only music, plaintive 
and weird, comes from the shifting winds. 

Why, then, was I so struck by this church? Because 
I had suddenly realized that the church, placed kere 
in this. most unlikely of locations, must have been 
built by prospectors during the 1890s gold rush. 

Life for them had been hard and cruel. Morals 
were discounted, ethical standards absent. Life was 
cheap. Some might call the gold miners a “case-hard- 
ened, cursing, godless, murderous group.” 

But not I, not after seeing that old church in the 
Yukon mountains. For gold miners had drawn up the 
plans. Gold miners had carried the materials to Lake 
Bennett, most likely hauling them on their backs 
through murderous White Pass. With painstaking 
care, they had laid the foundations and built the 
superstructure. And finally, it had been a gold miner 
who designed the artistic cross and placed it high on 
the church tower. 

As I stared up at the church, a new sense of under- 
standing of the human personality came to me. St. 
Augustine was right: “Thou has made us for Thyself, 
and the heart never resteth till it findeth rest in Thee.” 

The builders of this beautiful church—nameless 
gold miners—bear witness to the fact that deep in 
every heart there is an unquenchable thirst for God. &

At 67, Jimmy Durante is one of those 
rare comedians who both looks and 
acts funny.

But even the irritations, and rare spats, tell some- 
thing about this marriage.

But in personality, they 
are a study in contrasts. Judy is mercurial, energetic 
and (according to her mother) “sometimes a little 
bossy; but she is also surprisingly level-headed.” Eddie 
is placid, gentlemanly, steady. As with most young 
marrieds, it has been a problem bringing these tem- 
peraments into tune with each other. 

“I get so exasperated sometimes,” Judy says. “Some- 
times Eddie can be too perfect. Like, I'll be too tired to 
do the dishes and want to sit a minute. Then he'll 
stay in the kitchen and do them. I feel like he thinks 
I'm not doing my job and he’s showing me up.” 


Second Nature 


But to Eddie, pitching in is second nature. His 
father died when Eddie was 11, and he has worked 
hard ever since. During his college days, for instance, 
he held a full-time job in a supermarket; the back- 
breaking combination of work and study finally forced 
him to quit school. And because his mother worked, 
too, he always helped with dishes and cooking and 
cared for his own clothes.

After 
deductions, he draws $68 one week, $63.50 the next 
—slightly more than the national median for his age 
group. Additionally, the bank offers twice-yearly bo- 
nuses. Eddie’s last amounted to $201. 

Regular monthly expenses total $200. Rent, $78.75 
a month, is the big item. A furniture payment, $47.75, 
is next. Gasoline and oil for the 1953 two-door Chev- 
rolet runs $15; recreation—an occasional movie and 
a pizza afterward— about the same; utilities and mis- 
cellany for the house, less. 

They spend $30 a month, far less than the national 
average, for food. They eat with in-laws a good bit; 
and Judy is a picky eater, anyway. But mainly food 
bills are low because they eat economically: a basic of 
their diet is yards and yards of spaghetti. 

In an age of spenders, these 20-year-olds are aston- 
ishingly penny-wise. They will make a special, blocks- 
long trip to a store that offers a nickel off on five pounds 
of sugar.

Judy, 
who once sayed $150 to buy a sewing machine, now

ANSWERS 


1 FALSE. Studies by the U.S. Quartermaster 
Corps have shown that human beings actu- 
ally can “heat-condition” themselves. Sol- 
diers who exercise at the start of a heat wave 
are able to work better and stay more com- 
fortable than those who don’t. The lesson 
is to take it easy the first day, then do 
brief exercises in the morning and at night. 
The amount, depending on physical condi- 
tion, should be slowly increased each day for 
about four days. 

2 Fase. Dark shades will cut inside heat 
only by 20 per cent; light-colored ones will 
reduce it by 55 per cent. The sun’s rays 
bounce off light colors, are absorbed by dark 
ones. White paint on a roof made of asphalt 
shingles can reduce roof temperatures by 15 
degrees. 

3 FALSE. You should not stop eating be- 
cause, hot weather or no, your body still re- 
quires a balanced diet. Though the digestive 
process makes you feel warmer, it’s better to 
have this process occur in the cooler morning. 
4 trruE. Pavement heat quickly permeates 
thin-soled shoes. Thick soles act as insulation. 
5 ratrse. A lightweight, porous hat with a 
broad brim protects you from the sun’s rays. 
6 FALSE. Tests reveal that women generally 
don’t start perspiring until the thermometer 
goes between 90 and 94 degrees. Men start 
at about 85 degrees.

HOLLYWOOD. 
Money in Hollywood is pretty nearly 
everything. 

The history of the movie colony is filled 
with fabulous personalities who struck it 
rich—and at once became admired and 
envied figures of the community. 

Now comes a fresh and colorful one, a 
sloe-eyed girl of 25, black-haired and 
amber-skinned. She calls herself Anna 
Kashfi, and claims to be East Indian. 

A few weeks ago, after a year and a half 
of marriage to actor Marlon Brando—they 
were married in October, 1957, and sep- 
arated not long after the birth of their son, 
Christian Devi, on May 10, 1958—Anna 
Kashfi filed for divorce. 

She was-awarded $50,000 a year for 
the next 10 years and $1,000 a month for 
the support of her son. After 10 years, if 
circumstances warrant it, she may peti- 
tion the court for further Brando fumds. 

When news of this sizable financial set- 
tlement circulated throughout Hollywood 
recently, the reaction was one of un- 
stinted admiration for Anna Kashfi. Said 
an actress who had played with her in her 
latest film, Night of the Quarter Moon: 
“I'd give my left arm to be that girl. One 
year of marriage and she’s set for life.” 

And yet to those who know her-story, 
and not many do, Anna Kashfi is a pitiful 
and potentially tragic figure. For she has 
turned her back on a past that must re- 
turn again and again to bedevil her. 

“IT was born in Calcutta to Indian par- 
ents,” Anna claims. “My father was Devi 
Kashfi, an Indian architect and engineer 
who’s no longer alive. My mother is Selma 
Ghose. We moved to Darjeeling after I was 


born. When I was 16 my mother married 
William O'Callaghan and I legally took 
that name.” ~ 

But :in Cardiff, Wales, on the top floor 
of a narrow, two-story row house, William 
Patrick O’Callaghan and his wife Phoebe 
Melinda say that Anna’s story is pure 
fiction. 


The Records to Prove it 


“I don’t care -what she calls herself,” 
declares $30-a-week factory-worker O’Cal- 
laghan. “She is our daughter, and we have 
the records to prove it. She- was born to my 
wife in India in 1934 when I was em- 
ployed by the Bengal-Nagupur railroad as 
a station master. There is not a drop of 
Indian blood in her.” 

Her baptisimal certificate bears this out. 

Everyone PARADE consulted in Cardiff 
—teachers at St. Joseph’s Convent where 
she attended school, the butcher at 17 
College Road where she worked for a short 
time as cashier, the principal of the Cardiff 
College of Art where she studied designing 
—and everyone who knew her in Cardiff 
or London feels sure that Anna Kashfi is 
Joan O'Callaghan. 

Glynn Mortimer of a London modeling 
agency says, “Of course, she is. I. should 
know. I’m the one who gave her the name 
Anna Kashfi. Kashfi was the name of a 
dear friend of mine. Joan picked the first 
name Anna from Joanna, which appar- 
ently she had used from time to time.” 

Explains a Welsh girl who went to 
school with Joan O'Callaghan: “The 


O’Callaghans came to Cardiff in the 
1940s from India. Mr. and Mrs. O’Cal- 
laghan had two children, Joan and a boy 
Bosco. The boy now goes to technical col- 
lege here. Joan and I used to go to the 


same school, St. Joseph’s Convent. That 
was in 1946, and we were both 12. Her 
skin coloring was always dark, but there 
are many Irish with the same coloring. 


“ft don’t think Joan was particularly , 


happy at home. The O’Callaghans never . 


had much money, and Joan in her sweet 
quiet way wanted to get ahead. For a while 
all of us who knew her thought that the 
studio officials were behind her claims that 
she was really Anna Kashfi. But now we 


know the truth. Poor Joan is deluding her- 


self.” 

If Anna Kashfi is practicing self- 
delusion and enacting a masquerade, why? 

Her parents feel hurt. “Is she ashamed 
of me,” her father asks, “because I work 
in a factory?” Says her mother, “Joan was 
always ambitious but never a snob. Even 
when she was working in London as a 
model she always came home for her holi- 
days. Personally I think it’s Hollywood 
that’s turned her head.” 

One of the doctors who was working at 
the City of Hope Hospital in Duarte, 
Calif., when Joan O'Callaghan was hos- 
pitalized for tuberculosis in 1956, told 
PARADE: “The case of Anna Kashfi isn’t 
as strange ‘as it sounds. There is a schizoid 
quotient in all of us..We block out those 
memories that catise us pain. There are 
some people, however, who find it neces- 
sary because of circumstances not only to 
block out their true backgrounds but* to 
conjure up alternates. Generally speaking 
you will find that the fictional autobiogra- 
phies these people create represent the 
personalities they want desperately to be.” 


A Phony Autobiography 


In Joan O’Callaghan’s case, this seems 
to be so. She told a publicist who was as- 
signed to write her biography at MGM 
that she was born Anna Kashfi in India on 
September 30, 1934. “She was schooled 
in a French convent in Calcutta and by 
private tutors who accompanied the family 
to temporary residences in Paris, London, 
Rome and other cities where the Kashfi 
engineering firm had projects... Anna 
had to learn eight languages out of pure 
social necessity ... Over parental objec- 
tions Anna signed a contract which starred 
her in two Indian films . . .” 

With the exception of her birth date 
and a few other facts, the MGM biography 
of Anna Kashfi, with information supplied 
by the actress, is completely phony. 

The simple truth is that Anna was 
working in London as a model and sales- 
girl, first for Henry Noble in his fur shop 
on Regent Street, then at The Maharani, 
a shop run by an Indian family, the 
Ghoses, which may be how she came up 
with the name of Selma Ghose for her 
mother. She then was sent to the London 
office of Richard Mealand of Paramount. 
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This was in 1955 when Paramount was 
filming The Mountain. The script called 
for Spencer Tracy to carry a girl down the 
mountain. The girl had no English-speak- 
ing lines in the script, and the part was 
little more than a bit. Anna Kashfi was 
paid $500 a week, more money than the 
girl had ever before earned. 

More important, Spencer Tracy took a 
liking to the girl. When she came to Hol- 
lywood he was instrumental in getting her 
a stock contract at MGM. Here she con- 
jured up her phony autobiography. In 
1956 MGM loaned her out to Universal, 
where she was cast as a Korean woman in 
a Rock Hudson picture, Battle Hymn. 

Not long after her bout with TB, she 
met Marlon Brando and quietly began 
dating him. Theirs was one of the best- 
kept romantic secrets in the movie colony 
until they were married. 

Hardly anyone here expected the mar- 
riage to last and even before the birth of 
their son there were portents of divorce. 

Anna’s insistence that she was really 
Anna Kashfi. became a topic of discussion 
in the world press, much to Marlon’s

consternation, and Marlon’s anti-social 
and unpredictable behavior —‘“I couldn't 
stand his indifference” — irritated Anna. 

The result of the generous divorce set- 
tlement is that Anna lives today in a com- 
fortable home in Coldwater Canyon above 
Beverly Hills. She has a nurse to care for 
her child, who in compliance with Cali- 
fornia custom is classified according to his 
father’s race as Caucasian, and a certain 
stature in the community as the ex-Mrs. 
Marlon Brando. 


She Lists Few Friends 


The life she lives, however, is a strange 
one. She keeps her telephone number a 
secret, can be reached only through her 
lawyer, Seymour Bricker. There are few 
people who list themselves as her friends. 

“They want me to make some films in 
Italy,” she says, “and I probably will do 
some there after I finish TV films at 20th 
Century-Fox. In Italy producers are much 
more imaginative than they are here. In 
Hollywood they’ve type-cast me as an In- 
dian. The truth is that I can act any na- 
tionality.” 4 .

PEACEFUL ATOM, U.S.A. 


+ &

N JULY 16, 1945, the first atomic blast took 
O place near Alamogordo, N.M. Three weeks 
later, an atom bomb was dropped on Japan to speed 
the end of World War II. 

What of the other side of the atomic coin? Now, 14 
years later, what of peaceful atomic development? 
PARADE, with the Atomic Industrial Forum, Inc., an 
association interested in furthering atomic-energy de- 
velopment, drew up the map (r.) to help tell the story 
of Peaceful Atom, U.S.A. 

The map shows 50 major installations in the U.S. 
where the peaceful atom is hard at work. Here is a 
spot-news report on its effect on your life—now and 
in the years ahead: 

® Hundreds of thousands have been helped to 
longer and more comfortable life through medical 
therapy employing radioactive materials. 

e Hundreds of millions, perhaps billions, of dol- 
lars worth of products have been improved through 
use of radioactive devices. Notable examples: steel, 
paper, plastics and rubber. 

e Atomic power plants today provide light for the 
homes of less than 200,000 Americans. In three years, 
however, that total will soar to 2,000,000. 

@ On July 21, the first American-built atom- 
powered merchant ship will be christened at Camden, 
N.J. Within a few years, there will be more. 


e By 1962, the Air Force probably will have its 
first atom-powered airplane. A few years later, atom- 
powered commercial planes may be in the test stage. 

. Beyond the early 1960s, you're likely to see a 
batch of new atomic developments—atom-powered 
trains that require no tracks, mines being worked with 
atom-powered equipment, to mention but two. 

All of this does not take into account basic atomic 
research today, which is shedding new light on the 


‘ causes of disease and may uncover the key to life itself. 


Closest to the average American, though, is atomic 
power to light homes. Today, at Dresden, IIl., a power 
reactor is being built to provide light for more than 
320,000 persons. At Rowe, Mass., another will give 
light to 250,000 or more. 

What is a reactor—key to atom-given light and pro- 
pulsion? It is a furnace, in which atomic fuel replaces 
traditional fuel to provide heat, steam and power. 

One type of atomic furnace will power the NS 
Savannah, first of the atom-driven merchant ships. 
Other types will give light to the people in Massachu- 
setts, Illinois — ultimately to Americans everywhere. 

A major share of the estimated $300,000,000-a- 
year expenditure on the peaceful. atom is going into 
reactor research and development. That expenditure, 
by the way, is important in all our states—for that is 


where the peaceful atom now is at work.
